Naval and Mulitary intelligence. 


The following, which wo extract from 
the London Times of the 14th of March, 
gives an idea of the immense preparations 
which are being made by the British au- 
thorities for a possible war with Russia :— 

| ‘The second of the Turkish ironclads pur- 
chased by the British Govornmont a few 
weeks sinco is being completed as rapidly 
as possiblo at the yard of Messrs, Samuda 
| Broth at Cubitt-town. The ship,which 
closely resembles the Belleisle, bought at 


the same time, was to have been called tho | 


Burji Zafer by tho Turks, Sho is at pros- 
ent known at the Admiralty as B71, and 

| she will be cliisténod, when she enters the 
val. Navy, after oueuofithe old wooden 
walls—tho Orion, Mr. R, Barnaby, Naval 
| Surveyor, is superintonding the completion 
| of the vessel on behalf of the Admiralty, 
and varions modifications in the plans have 
been made ; but the shipbuilders are still 
proceeding under the original contract with 
Turkish agents, just as though the vessel 
| had not changed hands. Among the alter- 
| ations ordered to be made is on increase of 
the coal accommodation from 350 to 450 
tons, a8 the ironclad will depend almost 
entirely upon steam for its motive power ; 
and an additional inch of armor plating is 


‘, | to be laid upon the upper strake of the gun 
» | battery. 


Her four 25-ton guns, ordered of 
Sir William Armstrong, but not yet deliy- 
ered, have been pu ed with the vessel, 
and the sum for which the two vessels haye 
been acquired, something like £240,000, is 
eonsiderably below the contract price, 
Though comparatively small, they are real- 
ly Peroni war vessels, the 12-inch plating 
and heayy guns with all-round fire fire giv- 
ing them the advantage in some respects of 
much larger ironclads. The prow is a very 
prominent object as the ship lies on the 
stocks, as it projects more than 10ft. be- 
yond the bows under the water-line, 8ft. of 
the ram being a solid forging of iron, As 
4 precaution against the fate which befell 
the Vanguard, the water-tight compart- 
ments are being constructed without any 
doors whatever in them, which, though 
somewhat inconvenient at ordinary times, 
will be an immense advantage in action. 
The Armstrong guns and a large armament 
of projectiles included in the contract will 
be sent tothe Royal Arsenal, Woolwich, 
before they are taken on board. The ar- 
mor plates for the vessel are being rolled 
at Shettield, half at the Oammell Works, 
and half by Messrs.Brown & Co., and they 
will all be fixed to the sides of the ship be- 
foro she is launched, which will probably 
be in about ten months’ time, 


The Lightning, the new quick torpedo 
boat, which was built and euniaadape 
Messrs. Thornoycroft at their Chiswick 
Works, will be ready for experimental 
trials at Portsmouth in a few days. Seve- 
ral alterations have beon introduced in re- 
feavnce to the manipulation of the tor- 
pedoes ; but the most important alteration 
ofall, which was proposed with the pur- 
pose of improying her steering qualities, 
has, in consequence of the pressing demand 
for her services, not been carried out. . In 
order to secure the unprecedented speed of 
20 miles an hour, the three bladed propel- 
Jor was placed outside the rudder, but on 
the day of the trial and since—more _par- 
ticularly during the inspection of the Duke 
of Cambridge-—it was found that this ar- 
rangement, while it gave her great speed, 
involved considerable unhandiness in turn- 
ing and going about. This defect is a very 
serious one in a tordedo boat, since from 
the great circle which she is compelled to 
make in turning it renders her liable to 
be cut off and destroyed or captured by 
the “satellites” of an enemy, Tho Light- 
ning willcarry three Whitehead projectiles 
of the improved 14-inch pattern, which are 
capable of attaining a speed of 26 knots per 
hour, and are also capable of maintaining it 
for about 300 yards, One is carried on 
each side of the engine room hatch on deck, 
and the other in the tube at the bows ready 
for firing. The spare torpedoes are trans- 
forred to the firing gear by means of a 
trolley running on tiny tramways. The 
firing tube itself has undergone a very ma- 
terial change. Originally the impulse was 
given by a piston working inthe tube it- 
self, but as the stroke of the piston was 
found to impart an unsteady up-and-down 
motion to the projectile, it has been aban- 
doned. In its place an ordinary teles- 
topic impulse tube, about 6 in. in diame- 
tor, has been adopted, the compressed air 
for working it being brought from below 
and through the tube itself to the back by 
means ofa pipe which passes through the 
hollow piyot on which the torpedo turns on 
its stand. Formerly, also, the men who 
were engaged in working the torpedoes 
were wholly exposed. The advisability of 
erecting a shild for their protection was 
considered, but the suggestion was not 
carried out, it being determined to dis- 
charge thetorpedo from the conning tower. 
At present, therefore, the projectile can 
laid in the tube ready for firing long before 
tho veasel comes within range, the impulse 
power being also applied, so that when the 
vessel comes within striking distance the 
turn of a handle by an unseen hand causes 
the holding lock to fall and the torpedo to 
be expelled, the initial impetus also snap- 
ping the trigger which sets the torpedo’s 
own propelling machinery in motion.

The Sartorius, armored torpedo ram, 
which formed the most inte resting item in | 
Mr, Ward Hunt's last annual statement, 
and which was to have been commenced at | 
Portsmouth last year, is to be laid down at | 
Chatham. during the ensning . Itis 
impossible to imagine to what the chango | 
of yards is due. Tho late First Lord in- | 
vested the subject of ita design with much 
official mystery, and not much information 
respecting it can be derived from the Nay 
Estimates. The catimated cost of the hull 
however, is stated to be £80,000, of which | 
£42,000 is for material and the remainder | 
for labor. The ship is to be advanced a 
little over one-half this year, or 5 
the equivalent for labor being £24,000. 
To the mass of readers these figures will 
convey little meaning, so it may be inter- 
esting to state that the ram, of which the 
chief drawings and specifications have been 
forwarded to Chatham, will be constructed 
of [steel and will be propelled by twin 
scrows. Her length will be 250ft., her 
weight 2,500 tons, and she will draw 20ft. 
of water aft. She is estimated to raiso a 
speed of 17 knots, Sho will not be rigged, 
but will be built so as to carry a large sup- 
ply of coals, ‘Tho outline sections of the 
vessel show that she will to a great extent 
resemble the American cigar ships, the 
principal difference being that the lower 
part is fashioned to form a keel for ground- 
ing upon, and thot the upper part, which is 
in the form of « cylindrical crown, runs 
nearly parallel to the water. The crown 
is 4ft. Gin. above the water; but above 
this there is a flying deck of a similar 
character to those of the Devastation and 
the Thunderer, but of much lighter con- 
struction. This flying or hurricane deck 
will be 16ft. above the water. The crown 
will not be fitted as a deck except at the 
ends of the vessel. ‘There will bea plat- 
form forward to bring the anchors in upon, 
while aft there will be a deck to provide 
accommodation for the officers, The fore 
end of the ship is shaped into a powerful 
ram. Tho ship will carry no guns, but 
from each side of her ram she will be able 
to discharge the new ‘‘ Laboratory" tor- 
pedo from her bow compartment. She will 
also be able to discharge these terrible wea- 
pons froma chamber amidships, between 
the boiler and engine compartments.

he Penelope, armor-plated ship, yester- 
day underwent a preliminary trial of her 
engines at moorings in the repairing basin 
at Chatham, which passed off very satis- 
factorily. 

The Lords of the Admiralty so highly 
approve the “Manual of Naval Architce- 
ture,” by Mr. W. H. White. of the Con- 
structive Department, that they have 
ordered it to be issued officially to the 
fleet for the information of Naval officers, 
for whom it is specially written. 

Capt. R. Gordon Douglas was on Tues- 
day appointed to the Warrior, vice W. H. 
Whyte, whose period of service has ex- 
pired. 

Col. Sir'J. Stokes, K. C. B., Command- 
ant of the School of Military Engineering 
at Chatham, has proceeded to Paris upon 
busine’s in connection with the Suez Canal, 
he being one of the Commissioners of the 
Canal. 

Great activity now prevails in the Royal 
Engineer Park at the School of Military 
Engineering, Chatham, in consequence of 
the authorities having ordered 5,000 min- 
ing cases to be immediately made in the 
event of complications in the East. The 
work is]being executed by men of the Royal 
Engineers, assisted by partios of infantry 
belonging to the various corps in garrison. 
They receive extra pay for the work, and, 
in order to get it done as speedily as pos- 
sible, the men are upon piecework, the 
working hours being from 6 in the morning 
until 6 at night. When completed, some 
of the mining cases will be sent to the 
Royal Arsenal, and the remainder will be 
kept in store at the School of Military En- 
gineering. 


VOLUNTEERS, 


It isnow definitely decided, with the 
sanction and approval of the Secretary of 
State for War, who has oxpressed his anx- 
iety to promote as much as poasible the 
efficiency of the Artillery Volunteers, that 
the forts and barracks at Sheerness will,for 
aweek next month, be taken over by the 
Metropoliton corps of that branch of the 
service, who will, during the time they are 
in occupation, perform all the garrison 
duties usually carried out by the Royal 
Artillery, besides improving their know- 
ledge of gunnery with the improved ordn- 
ance with which fhe forts there are mount- 
ed. The following are the regiments for 
which accommodation will be provided 
next month, and again at Whitsuntide :— 
1st London Artillery Corps, under Major 
Wegg-Prosser ; 2nd Middlesex Artillery 
Brigade (Customs and Docks), under 
Lieut.-Col, Sir W. Palliser ; 3rd Middle- 
sex Artillery Brigade, under Lieut.-Ool.

sured of employment for thoir capite! with 
afair chance of profit, come forward and 
embark it in legitimate enterprises | There 
can be no doubt they would, as tho effect 
would be to induce immigration and en- 
large the home market for the agricultar- 
ists and the manufacturers, whose interests 
aro thus to a large extent identical.

Brirvce Hoors in Hoxrsres.—With a 
brush rub well into the hoof, two or three 
times « week, equal parts of tar and cod- 
liver oil or any fish oil, In severer cases, 
to prevent or cure sand crack, cut town the 
hoof back of the crack, so that that phrt 
cannot come in contact with the shoo ; with 
a tile or rasp cut across the end of the crack 
to prevent it from extending ; put on a bar 
shoe, throwing the pressure entirely on the 
frog ; cut down the edyes of the crack along 
ita whole length to the quick, and stimul- 
ate the growth of that part of the hoof 
with a gooil ointment, such as one compos- 
ed of equal portions of t dy and tur- 
pehtine ; keep thu part clean and allow the 
animal as much rest as conveniently possi- 
ble until a cure is affected. 


Clean Hay. 


The feeding of clean hay to cattle is a ‘mat- 
ter of considerable importance, Still, very 
few farmers think much about it until they or 
their neighbors meet with kome loss which 
forces the truth upon theirminds, A while 
ago, one of our acquaintances lost a fine ox. 
Tho animal died suddenly and without any 
Apparent causc. An oxamination of the body 
revealed the fact that he swallowed a piece of 
Steel wire which” originally belonging to a 
hoop-skirt, which had penctrated one of the 
lungs, and this caused hisdeath. ‘The wire 
had been put into his manger with some hay, 
and proved very unprofitable material for 
feeding. And now comes a report from Ken- 
tucky that farmer bas lost three. valuable 
cows ‘from tho elfects of poison. A few to- 
bacco leaves were mixed with the hay, ‘The 
cows ate both leaves and Hay, and soon died, 
Many cases can also be found in which the re- 
sults, though not nearly aa bad'as the above, 
aro decidedly unpleasant, We remember, 
when a boy at hoine, that one winter the but 
tor which we made was quite bitter. The 
cause was fora while a mystery, but was at 
length found to be caused by a large quantity 
of thoroughwort in the hay. Probably the 
poor quality of agroat deal of thobutter which 
is sent to market at this season of tho year is 
duo toa similiar case, And as no possible 

can come from feeding either wire or 

or apy other foreign substance with 
tho hay, it certainly seems to be the best to 
ayoid all tho dangers which such a course 
would involvo,—Z, 


Over-reaching. 
A sure way of removing this unpleasant 
ailing in the moyement of a horse, in a 
majority of cases, isto shorten the toe of 
the hind shoes. By this arrangement the 
horse will pick up his fore feetquicker and 
his hind feet slower ; thus accomplishing 
jist what is wanted; | If a quarter of ae 
ond of time is thereby gained, the fore 
foot will be o out of the way of the hind | 
foot, with its olongated toe. We owned a| 
valuable horace once subject to. over-reach- 
ing. He was taken in hand by several ox- 
perionced shoers, and every one adopted 
the common erroneous methods. Being 
in the stable one day, wo sat down upon a 
chair, after oxamining the shoos, to devise 
some way to cure the animal of this defect, 
and the conclusion we arrived at led to in- 
sisting upon the shoer following our in- 
structions, the result of it was a complete 
success, Now and then a new shoer would 
not be aware of this oyer-reaching, and 
would shoe in the old way, when tho over- | 
reaching was as bad as yor until theshoos 
wero removed, We had another horsd 
cured in the same way, as had at that time 
many other persons.

| The Castleton Tragedy. 


|Tmal of Marvin Welton for the 
Murder of Alberta Wade. 


Testimony of “ Dave” Smith and 
Cope Mallory, 
| The trial of Marvin Welton for being 
| particeps criminis in the murder of Victoria 
| Alberta Wade, near the village of Castleton, 
on May 25th, 1877, was commenced at Co- 
bourg on the Ist inst. 


| The facts of the case are Still fresh in the 
memory of the public, but a brief recital 
may be useful. The facts are these :—On 
the 20th of May, 1877, Miss Victoria Al- 
berta Wade, a school teacher in the town- 
ship of Cramahe, disappeared from her re- 
sidence, and a few days afterwards her 
body was found concealed in a wood near 
tho residence of one David Smith, at Castlo- 
ton. A post mortem examination revealed 
that her death had been caused by an at- 
tempt to procure an abortion by the use of 
instruments, Instruments similar to those 
supposed to have been used were found 
under the threshold of Smith’s hut ; arti- 
cles of clothing said to have belonged to 
the deceased were found in his possession ; 
and as & consequence he was afrested, 
found guilty, and is now undergoing a sen- 
tence of imprisonment for life. During 
the course of the trial at the Assizes in 
Cohourg, the confession of Smith proved 
that Marvin Welton and J. Cope Mallory, 
his nephew and the seducer of the girl, 
were parties to the crime. Although Mar- 
vin Welton was then in custody it was not 
thought advisable to place him in the dock 
with Smith ; and similarly at the present 
time, although Mallory is in custody, and 
charged with the same crime as Welton and 
Smith, he has not been placed in the dock 
with the former, but his trial will take place 
at some future time. 

The prisoner pleaded “not guilty.” 

The case for the Crown was conducted 
by Mr. Britton, Q. C,, of Kingston, and 
the prisoner was defended by Hon. M. O. 
Cameron, Q. ©., M. P. P., and Mr. Wm. 
Kerr, Q.C., M.P. 

There was a large crowd of people to wit- 
ness the trial, and the Court House would 
not hold all who came to hear the evidence, 
The spectators were only admitted by tick- 
ets from the sheriff. ‘The evidence for the 
Crown lasted all day, and several witnesses 
Were examined, whose evidence was the 
same as at the trial of David Smith at the 
last Assizes. Smith was brought up from 
the Penitentiary to give evidence again at 
this trial. The following is his evidence : 


I lived in Castleton and was acquainted 
with Cope Mallory and Marvin Welton ; I 
do not remember at what time Welton 
came to my house, but it was before I was 
arrested ; there was a female with Welton 
when he came to my house ; he wanted 
me to perform an abortion, which I under- 
took to do ; (he gave details in all their 
atrocity of, the committal of the crime) ; 
Welton was present when the operation 
was performed, and the girl's head was 
across his arms ; while the act was being 
performed the girl fainted away ; Welton 
took her out to the door to try to rouse 
hor ; he brought her in again and laid her 
on the bed ; he told me to hold on a few 
minutes,as the girl had not recovered from 
her faint ; she died before the prisoner 
left ; I told him, ‘1 believe in my soul 
she is dead ;” he said he was going away 
for a short time and would return; I do 
not remember the precise words he used, 
but I think he said he would be back in 
twenty-live or thirty minutes ; during all 
that time the prisoner and myself were the 
only persons present ; J. Cope Mallory came 
in after the prisoner went out ; the prisoner 
followed a short time after ; they took the 
body away by carrying it; I cannot tell 
how far they carried it; there is no road 
Within a quarter of a mile of my house; I 
saw no horse that evening ; I did not bring 
the girl there,so I thonght I had no business 
to take her away ; I only used the instru- 
ments once; (severalinstruments produced) ; 
these were the instruments 1 think, but 
those did not belong to me(throwing several 
wires on the floor as if indignant); the 
prisoner shook the girl and asked her what 
was the matter, and he requested me to 
give him a glass of water, which he threw 
in her face ; I believe the girl was dead 
when she was taken away; 1 did not see 
any shawl, or other loose article of clothing, 
but the next morning Mr. Gaflield picked 
up a yeil and a bow ; he said, ‘‘ You hada 
girl here last night,” which I denied ; I did 
not know the girl; she was veiled, and it 
was dark; I saw her once before under 
similar circumstances in the woods ; I ex- 
amined her, and told her I vould not help 


| her ; Mr. Welton asked me to go and see 


her on the first occasion, 

To Mr. Cameron—I do not know if I have 
any religious belief; 1 was brought up to 
such ; when I have said that I had no re- 
ligious belief, I have said what did not 


| mean; Ido not think T over said to Mr. 


Peterkin or to anybody else that Marvin 
Welton was not at my house; it does not 
make much difference to me now whether 
I tell the truth or not; Welton camo in 
| first, but the second time Mallory came in 
first ; I lived alone; when Mallory came 
in he said, What! is the girl dead?” 
Feunetta Miller lived with mo at one time, 
| but not in May last; I told her about my 
treatment to the girl. and that Welton 
brought hor ; it did not matter what I told 
| her ; it might be a truth or a lie, just as it 
suited mo ; I donot know if Gaffield picked 
up the veil and bow in the house; I dia not 
perform any operation in the woods the first 
time I saw tho girl; I did not expect any 
one on the second occasion when Welton 
and the girl camo, for I was gono to bed ; 
I was not paid, nor did I expect pay for my 
| work ; I was not told tho name of the girl's 
seducer ; it is none of your business where 
I pursued this yoeation on most occasions ; 
Tam not going to toll you all I have done 
in my life; since I camo from tho peai- 
| tontiary no ono excepting Mr, Britten, the 
} counsel, has conversed with. me relative to 
| my evidence ; 1 did not tell Mra. Miller 
that Mr, Mallory brought tho girl to mo on 
tho tirat night F anid he wan with her; {do | 
not blame Welton and Mallory for not got- 
| ting bail for me. 
To Mr, Britton—On tho first occasion 
Welton went a distance with me and point- 
| ed out where Mallory and tho girl were ; 


on the second occasion I did not see Mal- 
lory until the girl wan dead, 


TIAL—CHARITY IN ALL.

Q.—Did you lend any instrument to the 


prisoner? A. (After a long hesitation)— 
I did. 

Q.—When! A.—On the first occasion I 
lent either this or one like it to Welton. 


Q.—When did he returnit? A.--When 
he came with the girl on the second oc- 
casion 

To Mr. Camoron.—I lont it to Welton on 
the first occasion after I said I could not do 
the girl any good. 

Dr. Willoughby, Colborne, testified that 
on examination he discovered that Miss 
Wado had died from a shock to her por- 
yous system, probably caused by an at- 
tempt to procure an abortion by mechani- 
cal moans. 

To Mr. Cameron.—Judging from the 
fact that the wound in the head was tinged 
with arterial blood, the blow was given be- 
fore death ; a blow given to a person in a 
awooning position like the girl was said to 
have been, might be serious, because in- 
creasing the shock to the nervous system ; 
he did not say the blow was given by any 
person, for the body might have received 
wt accidentally; Taylor's Medical Juris- 
prudence, Beck, et al., wore his authorities 
that there could be no effusion of arterial 
blood from a blow inflicted after death ; 
there can be no death until the arteries 
empty themselves. 

Drs, Douglas, Dean, and Thorburn gave 
corroborative evidence. 

Nelson Ingersoll identified the instru- 
ments in Court as those which he found 
in Smith's hut ; when Smith was arrested 
ho said, “Thisis whatpeople get by helping 
their friends,” 

J. Cope Mallory was produced by the 
Sheriff on request of the counsel for the 
Crown. Heis ayoung man about six 
feet high, slimly built, beardless face, and 
quite boyish in general appearance, At 
times in giving his testimony he seemed 
much moved. 

He testified as follows:—I knew Alberta 
Wade,and mot her for the first time on the 
Tuesday evening when she came to our 
house to teach school ; I saw her for the 
last time on the evening of the 25th of 
May; I drove her from home to about 
half a mile west of Marvin Welton’s place ; 
that was about 5 o'clock; I met Marvin 
Welton on the evening previous, and after 
a conversation in which I explained mat- 
ters, he promised to help me all he could ; 
he said Smith did such things, and if [ 
brought the girl down he could see Smith 
at any time ; onthe first occasion I took 
her to the woods near Smith's house; Wel- 
ten fetched Smith, and the latter came to 
where we were ; Smith and the girl retired 
into the bush ; I was not present at any 
conversation, etc., between Smith and 
Alberta Wade ; I'drove the girl home and 
Welton went home ; one night shortly 
afterwards he told me that Mary Jane Mc- 
Evers did such things, and he would take 
her there ; Alberta said she did not care 
who did it, so long as it was done ; when 
we left home on the second occasion I 
drove a cream-colored horse with a black 
mane and tail ; I drove her to a spot near 
Marvin Welton’s place and left her to meet 
him ; I then went to Castleton and stayed 
at Darwin Welton’s ; after the folks had 
gone to bed I heard some one drive up and 
whistle ; I went out and the prisoner said, 
“Come out quick” ; I got in the buggy, 
and we drove, so far as possible, toward 
Smith’s ; Ll askedhim where the girl was, 
and he said she Was as dead as a log; Iran 
up to Smith's place and went in; I said, 
“ity God, what will we do {” Marvin ask- 
ed we what we would do,and I said ‘‘Take 
her home and bury her decently ;” he pro- 
pesed totake her to the woods ; at first 
1 said I could not carry her, but we did ; 
we took her to the buggy and drove to 
Ritchie's woods, where we laid her ; Mar- 
vin advised me to go west to Wisconsin, 
and remain there for two years, until the 
matter blew over, but if anything came 
out he would leave too ; I said I was going 
to tell Pa before I went away ; I bade 
Marvin good-bye and went home ; I told 
father that Miss Wade was in a scrape ; I 
asked him for money ; he said, “* Why 
not marry her!” and I said, “She 
is gone east on the train”; he wished 
to know what I wanted to go away 
for, but I did not tell him; he 
gave me money, and I went west; I did 
not assist in burying the girl, and I do not 
know who buried her; I went on to Detroit 
and then to Milwaukee; I came back to 
Toronto on a Friday evening in September 
(about the last); I did so voluntarily, as I 
did not like the way I went away; I was 
not guilty of anything malicious, and had 
nothing to do with the Smith business; I 
advised Alberta and the prisoner not to go ; 
I certainly knew she was going to Mc- 
Evers’. 

Cross-examined by Mr. M. 0. Cameron— 
The gir) told me she was pregnant. I 
seduced her about one week after she came 
to our house. I told her Smith would pro- 
cure an abortion, and arranged with the 
prisoner to take her there, Smith said he 
could do nothing. I then told Miss Wade 
I would have nothing more todo with 
Smith. The Hon, Sidney Smith advised 
me to turn Queen's evidence. I thought 
it best to come back and tell the truth. 
I think the Hon. Sidney Smith told me 
last week that it was arranged that I would 
not be tried. 

This closed the evidence for the Crown, 
and it being then 7 o'clock, the Court ad- 
journed till 9 o'clock on Tuesday morning.

named David Davis, sometime employed 
as a stable boy by the late Hon. John Hill- 
yard Cameron, and until quite recently 
with Mr, Snider, livery-stable keeper on 
Dalhousie street.

_ The circumstances which led to the mar- 
riage being performed under such novel 
puspiees are as follows ;—The young peo- 
ple had been keeping company forsome timo, 
and as it turns out, loved “not wisely but 
too well.”

For 
so doing he was arrested and locked up in 
the Court-street Station House, Under 
the section of the Act upon which the in- 
formation was laid the charge was a very 
sorious one, the penalty, in case of convic- 
tion being imprisonment for life, if the pre- 
siding judge chooses to enforce the law to 
the full letter. At yesterday's Police Court 
the prisoner was arraigned, but was re- 
manded before he pleaded to the charge. 
The reason for this soon became ap- 
parent when it came to be whispered 
that a marriago was to be celebrated 
between the complainant and defendant, 
The law says that a wife cannot be 
called to give evidence against her hus- 
band, and as it was thought much better, 
under the painful circumstances of the case, 
to have the pair united in wedlock rather 
than have the young man sent to prison, 
| the marriage was planned and duly, solem- 
nized shortly after the adjournment of the 
Court. The necessary license was brought 
and tho services of a Church of England 
| clergyman having been procured, the mar- 
riage was solumnized with all due cere- 
mony. The bridegroom having spent the 
night in gaol had not been able to provide 
himself with the ring, but happily one of

‘The Canadian Volunteers, 

Lord Doflerin, as true a patriot as ever 
breathed, whose trans-Atlantic sojourn has 
orly served to kindle his patriotism to a 
warmer glow than before, perhaps never 
before performed a moro agreeable task 
than that mentioned in a telegram from 
Ottawa, which was published yesterday. 
Ho will forward, it is stated, to the Home 
Government the names of all the Canadian 
militia corps and officers who have yolun- 
teered for active service in the event of 
Great Britain becoming engaged in war, as 
a tangible proof of the devotion felt by the 
Canadians to the mother country. It has 
been before announced that a movement of 
this kind had been initiated’ cn the first 
hint of coming danger ; the colonial, like 
the home volunteors,going out of their way 
to claim a share in the glory and the peril 
of defending British interests wheresoéver 
and by whomsoever assailed. This isa re- 
markable demonstration ; and, what ‘is 
more, it represents substantial aid. Cana- 
dian yolunteers are neither so limited in 
number nor so imperfectly disciplined that 
their help could be declined as of little 
consequence. We have nv doubt that if 
the occasion arose, and if the mere promise 
of war were succeeded by the terrible real- 
ity, a force of thirty thousand men—that 
is, au entire army corps—might be contri- 
buted by the Dominion, comprising some 
of the finest light infantry in the world. 
Now, as the most which our War Office 
could do at an early date would be the cre- 
ation of two corps, the supplementary con- 
tingent from North America would be a 
really formidable addition to our fighting 
power. But the spirit shown is a more im- 
portant matter than the mere counting of 
1oen, for Canada is always increasing in 
population as well as in loyalty, so that 
what is valuable to England now will be 
still more so year by year. here is no 
reason to think that the spirit of our other 
colonies is greatly inferior to that of the 
North American, and, therefore, it comes 
to this, that while degenerate Englishmen 
croak over the decadence of their country, 


Great Britain has, in addition to her own 
population—whose patriotism and nerve 
must not be judged by the emasculated 
standard of Peace and pro-Russian Leagues 
—a great reserve of manhood and buoyant 
energy availablo on more than one conti- 
nent from which to draw as she requires it. 
To those who may pass by a demonstration 
such as that from Ottawa as unimportant, 
it may be worth while to recall the fact 
that it is only about ten yoars since the 
last regiment of British troops was with- 


left to defend itsolf. Many and grievous 
wero the complaints of the abandoned col- 
onista ; but the policy which dictated tho 
step, although probably inspired by no 
motive than economy, has been am- 
ply vindicated by tho event. Not only can 
the Dominion undertake for itself, but it 
can claim @ share in the defence abroad of 
tho interests of the mighty realm with 
which it is eager to bo identitied,and whose 
glorious traditions it is proud to emulate.

_ Mr. Mironet objected to the Bill. because 
it would take ove more oflice in the Cabinet 
from the lay members of the House, and give 
ittow Jawyer. It might bo necossary to 
abolish the ceiver-Generalsbip, but surely 
an economical Government could do that 
without creating another office,

On 


Sir Joux MAcvoNALD said he had intended 
speaking before the bill was read a socond 
timo, but the announcement of the second 


reading was made 40 quickly he had not timo | 


to do so. He did not object to tho abolition 
of the eiver-Gencralship, but he most 
strongly objected to have two legal heads of 
the Cabinet. It was because of this objection 
that the Attornoy-General was excluded from 
the Cabinet in England, There might be di- 
vided councils between the Minister of Justice 
and tho Attorney-( ral. Nor did he think 
that the work of the Minister of Justice had 
80 greatly increased as to warrant a division 
of the office. There had been a large increase 
in the number of references, no doubt, but 
that was because the other Departments did 
not do their fair share of the public business, 
and because there hadibeen so many changes 
in the headship of the Departments. His own 
idea was that the Minister of Justice should 
remain Attorney-General, and that a Solicitor- 
General should be appointed at a small salary 
but with an interest in funded fees and to be 
paid out ef the cases in court in which he 
might be occupied. 


Mr, Mackenziz said the hon, gentleman 
did not in the old times think it wrong to have 
more than one legal adviser in the Cabinet, 
The practice proposed to be introduced here 
was in use in the Australian colonies, 

Dr. Turren strongly protested against tho 
Bill, exposed the inconsistency of the Govern- 
ment in not reducing the members of the 
Cabinet, when others had an opportunity of 
doing so, and sharply criticised Mr, Blake's 
Teeswater speech. 

Mr, Bike briefly defended the Bill, wh: 
he said would not increase the public burdens, 
and endeavored to justify his speech at 'Tees- 
water, 

Mr. Patorer objected to the Bill, and cen- 
sured the practice of judges coming down from 
the Bench to take part in politics, 

Mr. Masson said the apparent object of 
the Bill was to relieve the Minister of Justice 
of a portion of his duties so as to permit him 
to practice in Court before judges who might 
be dependent upon his patronage or influence. 
He expressed his regret that politics had be- 
come mixed np in any way with the Judi- 
ciary, in whom, in consequence, public con- 
fidence was being shaken, 

Mr, Huxqixcron attacked the} member for 
Terrebone for endeavoring to create the im- 
pression that the bench was being influenced 
by the Government of the day. ' 

Mr. Masson said he had said nothing of the 
kind, 

Mr, Rany observed that when the Liberal 
party was in Opposition they had attacked 
the judiciary of Lower Canada in a way of 
which he would be ashamed to speak. 

Mr. LarLawax replied briefly, and the 
House went into Committee of the Whole. 

Mr. Mrrowe.t having repeated the objec- 
tions previously stated by him to the bill, Mr. 
Masson read from a speech delivered by Mr, 
Dorion in 1868, which reflected strongly upon 
the Quebee judiciary. 

The clauses with regard to the Receiver- 
Geueralship haying passed, Mr. Mitchell 
moyed to strike out the third clause. He 
jected to creating a new Department, involy- 
ing a charge of $15,000 a year, 

Sir Jom Macponaxp spoke at some length, 
and with great force, in opposition to the bill, 
and appealed to the Government to let this 
matter stand until next session. 


Mr. BLaKg having made affow observations, 
Mr, Kirkpatrick said the impression of the 
country at large was that it was the Depart- 
ment of Public Works which required to be 
divided. He believed some assistance was 
required in the Minister of Justice's office, but 
it could Le best supplied by tho appointment 
of a solicitor to the Treasury. 

Mr. PLumn spoke in opposition to the bill. 
Tho sovoral clauses of the bill were then 
adopted without amendinent, except the sixth 
to the wording of which Sir John Macdonald 
objected. After Sir John Macdonald had 
held a consultation with Mr. Blake,tho latter 
suggested that the Committee should rise and 
that the wording of the clanso should bo 
considered before the next stage was taken 
This suggestion was acted upon. 

Mr.Canrwrigit moved tho second reading 
of the bill for the better auditing of the Pub- 
lic Accounts. Sir John approved of the bill 
generally, and made suggestions towards its 
improvement in detail. The bill was read a 
second time, and it was understood upon tho 
suggestion of Sir John Macdonald that aftor 
the bill had passed through Committee it 
should be reprmted with the amendment. 

On the motion for going into Committeo of 
Supply, Mr. Brown (Hastings) moved for the 
imposition ofa duty upon wheat and flour 
coming from tho United States 

A short discussion followed, and Mr, Mills 
moved the adjournment of the debate, which 
was carried. 

The House adjourned at-12,35 a. m.

Last year Great Britain expended for 
foreign food nearly $500,000,000. 
Canada shipped to the United States in 
1876, 1.619,206lbs of butter, and 1,026,605 
Ibs of cheese. 

During the past ten years Canada has in- 
creased her annual cheese production from 
4,500,000 to 38,000,000 pounds. | 

The use of the postal card in the United 
States is still increasing. Tho orders for 
the last quarter amounted to fifty-three 
millions, or at the rate of 212 millions a 
year, 

Statistics show the remarkable fact that 
243 English persons went mad for love, 
last year. Now, ifthey had been Freuch 
or Italian, one’ would not so fuch have 
wondered. 

It has been ascertained thatif the streets 
of London weré placed in one line, they 
would form anavenno 7,000 miles long. 
Fourteen thousand men and 6,000 horses 
find employment jn keeping these thor- 
oughfares alean. 

Last year in France, out of 396,000 
young men drafted for the army, there 
were but 500 or 600 who did not respond. 
In Germany, during the same year, out of 
406,000 drafted, 40,000 neglected to re- 
spond. 

By means of a new telegraph apparatus 
tested at Vienna, from 100 to 150 messages 
may be sent over a single wire in the space 
of an hour. ‘This number may, under cer- 
tain conditions, be raised to 200, or even

Granfield, an Australian telegraph official. 

There are 79,000 miles of telegraph wire 
in the United States and 6,850 offices, or 
one mile of line toevery thirty-six square 
miles of area. England has 75,000 miles 
of line and 5,000 offices, or one mile of line 
to everyone and a-half miles of area. 
Russia has 31,500 miles of line and 900 
offices, or one mile of line to every 330 
aquare miles of area. 


Tho annual report of the Inland Reyenue 
Board shows that.the quantity of tobacco 
cleared for consumption in the United 
Kingdom, in the year 1876, was equal to 
1b. 7} oz. per head of population. In 
1841 the quantity was under l4oz.; in 
1851 it was n quarter of an ounce over 1 
lb" sin 1861 it was 1 1b. 34 oz. ; and in 
1871 it was 1 Ib. 54 02. 

The tribe of Chickasaws maintained 28 
schools last year, in which were taught 715 
pupils. ‘The five tribes in Indian Terri- 
tory have 181 school-houses, in which are 
maintained 12 boarding and 168 day- 
schools, employing 186 teachers, who in- 
structed 5,496 pupils. Of the population 
of 55,716 there can read 31,000. They 
spent on the schools last year $137,775. 

The Iceland fishery employed 237 French 
boats and 4,205 men during 1877. The 
fishing fleet loft France in the Intter part of 
February. Owing to severe storms along 
the shores of Icoland, fishing did not begin 
in earnest untill the end of April, Tho 
season proved an ynusually good one. 
Forty-two boats reported 1,129,328 cod, 
being at the rate of 1,220 fish for every man 
of the crews, :

Tho Earl's valet was a mile be- 
hind, and on coming up found the Earl 
and clerk dead. The driver was still alive, 
Tho assassins escaped in a boat across 
Muleroy Bay. ‘The valet drove back to 
Milford and alarmed the police, who found 
the driveralive but unconscious. He died 
shortly afterwards. ‘here is no doubt the 
murder was agrarian. The relations be- 
tween the Earl and his tenants were un- 
friendly. The Earl was kind and liberal 
to the poor, but very exacting in his deal- 
ings with his tenantry, visiting with un- 
sparing severity the slightest infraction of 
the rules of the estate. The Riband So- 
ciety here havea strong hold upon the 
country, owing largely to his harshness. 
He hadan iron will and extraordinary 
courage and perseverance, 

The Times says :—It is no exaggeration 
to say that the news of the murder of the 
Earl of Leitrim struck this country with as 
much pain and amazement as an unprovok- 
ed declaration of war. 

Two men named MeTaggart and Friel 
have been arrested on board the steamer 
going from Rathmu)ler to Londonderry on 
suspicion of complicity in the murder of 
Lord Leitrim.

A Russian Prisoner. 


Colonel Coope, one of the English offic ers 
who accepted a commission in Baker Pe 
gendarmerie, has just brought out m | 
entitled ** A prisoner of war in Russia. 
tho gendarmerie only paper, 

| Colonel Coope took charge of an ambulance. | 
Not long after he was taken prisoner near 
Plovyna, and suffered considerable hardships | 

| from the rough treatment he was subjected 
to by Russian oflicers and soldiors. Colonel 
Coope gives the following account of his |

He is at any rate an accomplish- 
ed linguist, and it added to my discomfort, 
not to say humiliation, of my position that 
I felt myself #0 much hia inferior in tha 
respect.

Il disposed judge ; and since I 
was doing my case injustice by a) want of 
nicety and precision in my replies, I bogged 
for tho aid of an English-speaking interpro- 
ter. Upon this the Grand Dake himselfat 
once addressed me in excellent English,and 
continued the exainination with perfect case 
and fluency in the same language. 

“You are one of the gendarmerie organ- 
ized by Colonel Baker?” 

“Yes, your Imperial Highness,” 


‘How came you to be with an simbu- 
lancet” 

“The new gendarmerio existing only ‘on 
paper, I sought for some work to do, and 
was sent by Mr, Layard to relieve the 
refugee Turkish and Bulgarian women in 
the neighborhood of Philipopolis. Ambu- 
lance No. 5 of of the Red Crescent happen- 
ingtopass through Philipopolis just as I had 
finished my workin the district, I offered 
my services to it, and was appointed chef 
“Haye you avy papers ” 

“No; my passport was lost at Kezanlik,” 


“Then you are colonel in the Turfjsh 
army /”* 

“No; my appointmentis a civil one, I 
hold only a legul contract with the Police 
Minister, and no commission.” 

“That makes no difference, you haye no 
papers. Your Chief, baker Pasha, has 
taken command of the Turkish cavalry,and 
is causing us great annoyance.” 

“But your Highness can enquire of Mr. 
Layard, our ambassador at Constantinople, 
who will assure you that I have not borne 
arms against Russia,” 

** 7 have no need to do that. T am sat- 
isfied in my own mind that you have told 
me tho truth, because HakkiPasha’s state- 
ment bears out yourown. But you have 
no papers,therefore we are justified in only 
looking upon you asa'Lurkish officer.” 
Then, quite fiercely, ‘You are taken pris- 
oner in plain clothes with the badge of the 
Geneva convention on your arm, which 
you have no right to wear. And yet you 
are a colonel in the Turkish army ! ‘There is 
only one interpretation wo can put upon 
that,” 

He then looked me savagely in the face 
for a space of fully two minutes. I kept 
silence from an impression that. speech ir- 
ritated him, and endeavored to sustain his. 
angry gaze with »3 much respectful. firm 
ness as possible ; but the vision of a squad 
of Russian soldiers with levelled rifles, and 
widow and soyen childred,flashed painfully 
through my brain.

A Cunsr Prorecrion. — Newspapers 
placed over or under tho boed-spread will 
keep the sleeper as warm as an additional 
pair of blankets, and they are an excellent 
protection where there are no blankets. The 
larger the sheets are, of course, the better, 
and it might be best to stitch them to the 
coverlet. They also make an excollent 
wall paper for cabins and shanties. These 
uses of an article so abundant should be 
generally known to the poor, who are apt 
to suffer in cold weather. 

To Hovustxerrens.—It is a bad plan to 
‘make up” the beds immediately after 
breakfast. The sleeping apartments in a 
house should be thoroughly aired every 
day. Beds should be opencd every morning 
to the sun, and tothe atmosphere. Do not 
be in too much haste to get the chambers 
inorder, Several hours shquld be devoted 
to their ventilation, after the night. Let 
the sheets and blankets be spread over 
separate chairs, the mattrasses lifted apart, 
and the, pure morning air be allowed to get 
into every nook and cranny of the room, 
before the beds are made. Better endure 
a little untidiness than loss of health. 

A Suber’s Heap nicely cooked is a very 
palatable dish, and to cook it nicely here's 
a recipe :—Steep the head, for two or three 
hours, then split it, take out the brains and 
tongue, boil the head gently for two or 
three hours with afew carrots, onions, a 
stick of celery, a bundle of sweet herbs, a 
few cloves, whole pepper and salt to taste, 
then bread-crumb, and brown the head 
slightly in front of the fire. Mince the 
lights, cut the liver in slices and fry them; 
boil the brains in a piece of muslin. In 
dishing up, put the mince on a dish, thon 
the head opened out, the tongue cut into 
slices, the brain divided into four, and the 
slices of liver ranged artistically all round ; 
judicious seasoning is essential, 


Ear Arries,—Apples,in addition to being 
a delicious fruit, makeapleasant medicine. 
A raw, mellow apple is digested in an hour 
anda half, while boiled cabbage requires 
five hours. The most healthy dessert that 
can be placed on the table is a baked apple. 
Tf eaten frequently at breakfast, with coarse 
bread and butter, without meat or flesh of 
any kind, it has an admirable offect on the 
general system, often removing constipa- 
tion, correcting acidities, and cooling off 
febrile conditions more effectually than the 
most approved modicines. If families 
could be induced to substitute apples, ripe 
and sound, for pies, cakes and sweetmeats, 
with which thvir children are frequently 
stuffed, there would be a diminution in the 
total sum of doctor's bills, in a single year, 
sufficient to lay in a stock of this delicious 
fruit for the whole season's use.

| Tuxspay, April 2. 

| Tho fullest report on Mr, Brown's motion 
| on the wheat and flour duty is that contained 
| in the Globe, a summary of which is appended 
herewith : 

Hon, Mr. CARTWRIGHT Moved the House 
into supply. 

Mr. Brown said that he had an amendment | 
to moye, remarking that in moving that 
amondment he wished to divest the interest 
to which it referred of all connection with 
| other interests, so thut.it should stand upon 
its merits. He moved the following amend- | 
ment hat it bo resolved that, whereas a 
large quantity of wheat and flour has been 
imported into Canada within the last few 
years, this House is of opinion that the inter- 
ests of Canadian farmers would be promoted 
by the imposition of a duty on these articles,” 


Sir Joun Macponarp wished to know if 
this was to be regarded as a motion of want 
of confidence, 

Mr. Ross (Durham) said he seconded the 
amendnjent of the member for West Hastings 
with great pleasure, During last session he 
had voted for and supported a motion in this 
direction. He hoped the Government would 
seo their way clear to accept the amendment, 
which was one which would strengthen their 
hands at the {coming elections, and in his 
opinion would bring the Americans to their 
| proper senses. He had voted against the 

amendment of the member for Kingston, as 
ho believed it was simply intended to catch 
votes. 

Mr. Bowewt said he was prepared to sup- 
portthe amendment, though he thought it 
better to adopt a policy of protection, not by 
piecemeal, but as a whole, 


Mr, Fornes having spoken in opposition to 
the motion, 

Mr. Waits (Hastings) raid the County he 
represented wanted a duty on corn, oats, 
wheat, flour, coal, salt, and manufactured ar- 
ticles, He trusted there would be a good vote 
on this motion, so that the Government might 
be shown that the country was dissatistied 
with their policy, 

Mr. Borpex said while the proposed duty 
would have a prejudicial effect on the Mari- 
time Provinces, he did not think it would act 
beneficially as far as Ontario was concerned. 

Mr, McQuapr said the policy of the Ad- 
ministration was to grind down the farmers, 
but the day was not far distant when there 
would bea change of Government, and then 
the agriculturists would have justice done 
them 

Mr. Fiser said he did not think that the 
interests of his constituents or of the Province 
of Quebec would be served by imposing a tax 
on flour, as that Province did not produce a 
sutlicient crop for home consumption. 

Hon. Mr. Mitrs moyed the adjournment 
of the debate, Carried, 

Wepwnespay, April 3.

Mr. Ross (Middlesex) introduced a bill to 
amend the Railway Act. The object of the 
bill, he said, was to enable the railway com- 
panies to extend their sidings to any ware- 
house, clevator or wharf, It was read a first 
time. 

Mr. Laflamme introduced a bill to amend 
the Supreme Court Act. Its main object 
was to establish four terms a year instead of 
two. Another object was to reduce the limi- 
tation of appeal to $400. 


Mr. Macdonnell (Inverness) protested 
against any change in the law in the latter 
respect. 


Mr, Laflamme introduced a bill to amend 
the Penitentiary Act. It simply extended 
the provisions of the existing Act in so far 
as the Penitentiary at St, John was concern- 
ed, which had not been completed within 
the time expected, Read a first time. 

In reply to Mr. Killam, 

Mr. Cartwright stated what life insurance 
companies had availed themselves of aub- 
section 2 of section 7 of tho Insurance Act 
of 1877, and also the companies incorporated 
elsewhere than in Canada that have not ap- 
plied for a renewal of their licenses. 

Mr. Bunster moved ah address be present- 
ed to Her Majesty praying for tho re-appoint- 
ment of Lord Dufferin as Governor-General 
for another term. 


Mr. Mackenzie said the Honse ought not 
to be asked to adopt so unusual a motien,, On 
Monday or Tuesday next he proposed to sub- 
mit to the House an address to the Governor- 
General expressive of the sentiment of the 
House and the country in respect to his 
Excellency. 

Sir John Macdonald concurred in the views 
expressed by the Premier, He was excecd- 
ingly glad that,the head of the House propos- 
ed to take the course he had jnat announced. 
He hoped the hon. member for Victoria, B.C., 
would withdraw his motion. 

Mr. Mitchell spoke in the same strain as the 
previous speakers, and the motion was then 
withdrawn.

But the evidence taken on the subject shows 
that he must again endure the gnawings 
of disappointed hatred,his latest accusation 
proving to be if possible a more veritable 
«© mare's nest” than those which preceded 
it, The chargo in question is that Sir John 
A. Macdonald, when Premier, caused to 
be paid to Mr. James G, Moylan, Inspec- 
tor of Vonitentiarios (at. that time editor 
and publisher of the Canadian Freeman, a 
Roman Catholic newspaper, which support- 
ed the then administration) a sum of $2,- 
600, ostensibly for printing, but in reality 
for political support. The matter was at 
once referred to the Public Accounts Com- 
mittee, which had heard, previous to the 
‘Ast inst., a good deal of testimony, all of 
which wont to show the groundless nature 
of the accusation, and omthe date named 
Sir John completely “cated himself 
against the charges made and insinuations 
directed against him in connection with the 
matter. Tho Ottawa correspondent of the 
Mail furnishes the following synopsis of 
Sir John’s evidence before the Committee ; 


“Before the fallof the Government of which 
ho was a member in 1862, Sir John Macdonald 
examined Mr, Moylan’s account for printing 
and advertising, amounting to nearly $2,000, 
and found that it was correct, His Goyern- 
pared fell before the account was paid. He 
it, however, upon Mr, Sandticld Mac- 
Tenallw 10 refused to bay it because Mr. 
Moylan would not support his Government. 

On one occasion, however, he said he would 

send a cheque for the amount, but failed to 
+ dowo, The accounts certified by Sir John 

Macdonald were kept by Mr. Sandtield Mac- 

donald. Sir John Macdonald returned to 

power in 1564, but the account still remained 
unpaid because of his frequent absense from 
the capital in connection with Confederation 
matters. Moylan, however, pressed for a 
settlement whenever he coul get an oppor- 
tunity of doing so. After Confederation, pay- 
ment.of the account was still urged, but Sir 
John Macdonald insisted on Mr. Moylan 
finding vouchers for it if possible. In the 
meantime, Mr. Moylan was sent to Ireland as 
emigration agent, much against his will, but 
at Sit John's earnest solicitation, because he 
had reason to believe that owing to his friend- 
ship for the murdered D'Arcy McGee, his (Mr. 
Moylan’s) life was in danger. Mr, Moylan con- 
sented to go, but represented that his paper,the 
Canadian Freeman, would suffer greatly 
Geely his absence,and that some help should 
be afforded it. Sir John, after consultation 
with his colleagues, agreed to advance $1,200 
fo printing to be done by the gfreeman for 
the various Departments. At subsequent 
pence other sums were advanced, the whole 
looting up to about $2,500, the amount of Mr, 
Moylan’s claim,for besides the $2,000 already 
refered to, ho had another account of $500 for 
the muakogs of an omigration pamphlet in 
French and English at the special request of 
Mr. Mofjee. Sir John Macdonald said he was 
in no way troubled about making the advan- 
cesto Mr, Moylan, because he knew his ac- 
count must be settled in some way, and at 
some time, and he wanted to have vouchers 
for uso in the Department, and these Mr. 
Moylan was unable to furnish, inasmuch as 
Mr. Sandfield Macdonald had kept tho ori- 
ginal account, which could not be found, and 
fr, Moylan said some of his books had been 
lost in the removal of his printing offices in 
Toronto. Sjr John Macdonald further said in 
the frankest way that he admitted the ac- 
counts ought to have been squared off before 
he left office, but he was a very busy man 
when in power,andcould not always do things 
just as he wished.” — P 

The correspondent adds the following 
comments with which feel assured that al 
who are inclined to view political matter 
otherwise than through Grit spectacles will 
fully agree :—‘ The issue of this grand 
scandal, as I said before, is that a little 
irregularity occurred in the mode of pay- 
ment, but that not a dollar was paid to Mr. 
Maylan that was not his just due. Sir John 
Macdonald had always that fact in view, 
and was well aware that the matter must 
come square in the end, as it did. The 
reader may be left to draw his own inference 
from the way in which the accusation has 
been brought up hy the Government through 
their man of all work—the member for 
North York. Four years ago they were in 
full possession of all the facts now elicited, 
and they have waited until this seasion, 
whon the country is at tho eve of a general 
election, to bring them ont with all -the 
fanfaronade of « grand scandal, and an act 

of malfeasance in office. No stronger tribute 
could be paid to Sir John Macdonald's 
administration of affairs than the miserable 
character of the charges which have been 
made against hin from year to year. Un- 
like some men on the opposite side of the 
House, his personal integrity, tried though 
it has been in the fire of an unrestrained 
partisanship, remains a bright spot on the 
page of our political history, and it will be 
woll for his accusers if in the years to come 
their administration ‘of public affairs will 
stand as strong a test as has his.”

THOMAS E. ALLEN, 
Dr. Thomas E. Allen, of this city, was 
placed on trial this morning, charged with 
having, on the 31st of January last, at 
the Township of Sidney, by the adminis- 
tration of some deadly drug, or by the use 
of some instrument, with the intent to 
procure an abortion, feloniously killed a 
female child, of which one Amarilla Ket- 
cheson was the mother. 

The case was so recently before the po- 
lice Court for preliminary investigation 
that the circumstances must be fresh with- 
in the recollection of all, nevertheless we 
give the following summary of the allega- 
tions: On Monday afternoon, February 
llth, Thos. H. Robinson, whilst engag- 
ed in opening up a water hole in the ice 
on the river in the rear of Mr. James Ham- 
ilton’s premises, Front Street, near Dun- 
das Street, discovered the body of a female 
infant wrapped in a piece of factory cotton 
and tied with a cord, which discovery he 
communicated to the police, who took 
charge of the body, upon which an inquest 
washeld. Information obtained by tho police 
led to the belief that the body was that of 
an illegitimate child of Amarilla Ketche. 
son, a young woman, the daughter of 
highly respectable parents, resident in 
Sidney, who had become a mother on the 
Slat of January, and had been attended 
by Dr. Allen.

about early candle light ; had been sick for 
quite a while previous ; saw Dr. Allen first 
on the Sunday previous to the day the child 
was born ; saw him again the following Mon- 
day morning; the doctor told me I had the 
dropsy ; he said the dropsy had to be at- 
tended to the first thing; he gave me medi- 
cine for it first on Sunday ; I took the medi- 
cine regularly until Monday night, when I 
was taken bad and became unconscious ; be- 
came conscious again in the night ; Dr. Allen 
came again on Thursday ; was in pain all day 
Thursday ; I never saw the child ; the doctor 
took it from me ; did not tell the doctor what 
to do with it; it got no injury that I know 
of ; no instrument was used. 
To Mr. Wallbridge—Dr, Allen came the 
third time on Thursday because he was sent 
for. He arrived late in the afternoon ; don’t 
know how the child was wrapped up when 
it was taken away ; could not identify the 
piece of cloth produced as ever haying been in 
the house ; donot know why the child was 
taken away. 

To Mr, Britton—Never made baby clothes 
for the child ; never Was told for sure that I 
was to have a child; Dr. Stephenson said he 
thought that that might be what was the

Dr. SrerHeNsoN, sworn—Prescribed for 
Amarilla Ketcheson first on the 12th Sept.

| of incalculable value to the settlers on 
Rainy River, and residents of Fort Frances, 

As the Canal will shortly be completed, 
it will be nessary that some improvements 
be made on the Manitou and Long Sault 
rapids, in order to let steamers pass up 
them, and it would be much cheaper to 
mako the necessary improvements now, | 
while the government has the plant, ma- 
terial and men on the spot. 

The whole expenditure actually required 
to make both Rapids passable for steamers, 
that are fit to cross the Lake of the Woods, 
need not exceed $6,000 or $7,000. The 
rapid at the Manitou is caused by a sudden 
contraction of the River at this point n 
the water is high in the river, it forces it- 
self down to this point faster than it gets 
exit below, owing to the contraction,conse- 
quently it is higher at this point than be- 
low, thus causing the rapid. 

‘The river is very low at present, anda 
few days since,the small tug wo have here, 
come up the rapid unaided, with ono 
phlango broken off the screw, which shows 
clearly where the difficulty lies. 

What is wanted to make the Manitou 
passable 18 to remove a point of rocks, which 
projocts into the River at this point, and 
partially causes the contraction of the river, 
It will be necessary to cut off from this 
point70 to 80ft., and cut it a depth of from 
3 to bft., this would allow the river to ex- 
pand at this point, and consequently lessen 
the fall or rapid. 

It would not wholly remove the rapid 
but, 1t would obviate vie difficulty of any 
ordinary steamer, in coming up. With re- 
ference to the Long Sault, all that requires 
to be done for the present, is to remove a 
few boulders that are in the way, and any 
steamers can come up without difficulty. 
If the improvements, that I have suggest- 
ed, are made, the great bug-bear—tho 
Rainy Riyer rapids—would he a thing of 
the past.—Com.

TWENTY THOUSAND DOLLARS ON 
THE CREDIT OF THE CORPORATION 
OF THE COUNTY OF HASTINGS, FOR 
THE PURPOSE OF PROVIDING FOR 
PAYMENT OF CERTAIN CLAIMS OF 
THE GRAND JUNCTION RAILWAY 
COMPANY, AMD OF REPLAC 
MONEYS DRAWN FROM THE CO) 
TY SINKING FUNDS. . 


Passxp 
HEREAS it is necessary and expedient 
that the Corporation of the County of 
Hastings should borrow the sum of Twenty 
Thousand Dollars, under the authority and | 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter | 
174, Section 333 of the Revised Statates of 
Ontario (36 Victoria, cap. 48, section 251,) for 
the purpose of providing for the payment of 
certain claims of the Grand Junction Railway 
Company, and of replacing moneys drawo 
from the County Sinking Fands, 

Axp Wueneas, the total amount required 
to be raised annually by special rate for the

It supplics an argument 
whose edge and point they will find it bard 
to evade. It teaghes that ono sccrot of getting 
| the key of knowledge is to practise honestly 
what we know, and that if we conscientiously 
use the light that we now haye, wo shall soon 
find more light coming down into our minds, 
In short, thore is a sense in which it ia true, 
that by doing wo shall come to knowing. 
There is a mino of truth in’ this principle. 
Well would it be for mon if they would act 
upon it, Instaad of saying, ax somo do—T 
must first know ovorything clearly, and then 
I will act,”—woe should say,—1 will dil. 
igontly uso such knowledgo an I possess, and 
belioye that in the using fresh knowledge will 
be given to me.” How many mystorics this

tions issued to him therewith or since, 
PACIPIC BAILWAY ROUTE, 
Hon. Mr. Reap moved, That this Houso 
regrets that the mode adopted by the Govern- 
ment in relation to the construction of the 
Pacific Railway involves the’ expenditure of 
enormous sums of public money without any 
corresponding benclicial, results...He said 
there was a feeling of great uneasiness and 
‘incertainly among the people as to swhat 
would be the effect upon the country of the 
construction of this gigantic work, which was 
expected to: cost from 150 to'160 millions, of 
dollarae There was no difference of opinién 
as to the desirability of the work. The only 
difference was as to how the railway should 
be constructed.

He reviewed the history of all 
the agrecments and transactions made in con- 
nection with the Pacific Railway, and 
blamed ‘the Government for incurring 
“ large expenditure) during the | past 
two or three years. which was not 
he contended, followed. with corresponding 
results. The Government was acting with 
extreme folly in not deciding upon the 
British Columbia terminus before construct- 
ing the road, He ‘cominented severely upon 
the expenditure to the present time of over 
$4,000,000 for surveys and of $3,425,665 for 
the purchase of stcel rails. The latter 
transaction he’ characterized as, a) job from 
beginning to ond,'and as having been en- 
tered inta only. for. the benefit of the Pro- 
mier’a relations and. friends. Indeed, the 
Premier seemed capable of doing nothing with 
any other motivo. Of the Georgian Branch 
matter he would only say that it did not re- 
dound to the credit of the Goyernment.. He 
concluded by <condemning the course of tho 
Government with regard to the Fort Frances 
Lock and the K-ministiquia land purchaso, 
alleging the former to be a blunder and the 
latter a job perpetrated for the benefit of the 
supporters of tho Government. 
Hon. Mr. Ginann, in seconding the resolu- 
tion, expressed the opinion, that the Senate 
was a proper place for the discussion of ques- 
tions hike these, for there the people expect- 
ed that an impartial opinion would bo) pro- 
nounced on public questions. He thought 
the Government should haye made uso of the 
Daweon route in connection with the water 
atrotches for communication into tho interior, 
instead of being ina hurry to construct tho 
taitern ond of the line, ‘The present located 
line ho could not regard as final, and the timo 
would comé when it would be of no uso what- 
yer, and all the money would havo) been 
spent for nothing. ‘Tho’ road) was primarily 
openened to promote colonization, but it nei- 
ther had done nor would do anything in that 
direction, as tho district through which it ran 
would not be fit for settlement for many 
ra, Ho claimed tbat the Government had 
not done justice tothe city of Winnipeg or 
the Province of Manitoba. Six o'clock, hav- 
ing arrived, ho moved the adjournment of 
the debate until Monday. 
Tt was accordingly a4journed, +

Political Infallibility. 


(From the Paris Star, March 27.) 


Tn last weok’s issue we announced our 
| final separation from the pseudo-Reformors 
| who to-day hold the reins of power at 
Ottawa, Wo gavo some of the reasons 
which have actuated us in the course we 
have taken, .Wo, say some of the reasons 
because a long series of such articles would 
not suffice ti fully discuss all the reasons, 
that have compelled a Reform journal of 
twonty-threo yeara standing to draw the 
aword upon those with» whom we have 
hitherto acted. Thousands of real Re. 
formera will welcome tho appearance of 
tho Slar upon the political stage in tho 
capacity of a journal that can give ox- 
pression to the pent up feolings of sorrow 
and indignation that have long rankled ‘in 
the breasts of the honest mon of the rarty. 
How many men are there in Canada to- 
day worthy of that grand old heirloom— 
the name of Reformers—who will slavish- 
ly subscribe to the doctrine of political in- 
fallibility? How many are there of tho 
sons of those who contended’ for consti- 
tutional Government who are willing to 
assist in the negation of the principles 
upon which itis founded? How many of 
the fullowera of Baldwin and Lafontaine 
will basely subscribe to the doctrine that 
Reformers in office are not to be judged by 
the code which the traditions of the party 
during the past forty” years “have firmly 
eatablished as the measure of political mor- 
ality! Isit possible to deny that the 
leaders of the party, both in and out of the 
Government, have attempted to claim at the 
hands of the rank and file all the privileges 
of men who are politically infallible? No! 
it is possible, because theso spurious Re- 
formers have refused and do, refuse to he 
guided by the principles of right, which lie 
at tho root of good Government. They 
deny to their following the right of private 
judgment and seek to reduce all Reformers 
to the dead level of political thraldom: 
What has beon the fate. of every honest 
Reformer who has dared to lift his voice, 
during the past four years,against the crim- 
inal acts of thosé Who claimed his party al- 
liance | Have they not been relontlessly 
reyiled and persecuted while the very out- 
casta of the Conservative party have been 
elevated to positione of trost and honor in 
the Government and in the councils of the 
party! In proof, it is only necessary to 
mention the names of the Cauchons, the 
Cartwrights, the Scotts, the Burpees, the 
Walkers, and the Glasses, who are to-day 
flaunted in the face of the Reform party 
as inon to whom it owes blind and implicit 
obedience, Men in regard to whom 
Dean Swift's words about the Popo of 
Romo’s offcasts may be pithily paraphrased 
that -—“When Sir John A. Macdonald 
pulls up the noxious weeds in his garden 
he throws them over tho Reform fence,” 
No wonder tut (ie spurious standard of 
Refarm which prevails at Ottawa to-day 
ho» euporeddcd that political faith whose 
pure fountains spring from the broagta £ 
patriots. Instead of the ponvicar inith in 
which the firat Reformers of Canada wero 
educated the Government at Ottawa havo 
sct up a corrupt and perfidious heresy. 
A heresy which, whilo it holds Sir John 
A. Macdonald and his followers to a strict 
accountability for their political acts, per- 
mits Mr, Alexander Mackenzie and his 
followors the free scope of their own sweet 
wills. A heresy whith in opposition con- 
demned tho unauthorised expenditure of 
public money, but which in office sets no 
bounda to its own jobboery and corruption. 
Are the honeat Reformers who place the 
country above the interests of party pre- 
pared to sanction the substitution of sucha 
heresy for the teaching of such men aa 
Baldwin and his compoors? No ! thoy thirst 
for the hour when it shall be stamped out of 
existence. Whilo the moat unblushing 
bribory, the most shameless jobbery, and 
the most debasing forms of nopotism, 
have held high carnival at Ottawa during 
the past four yoars, the public credit has 
been steadily declining. While the para- 
sites and camp-followers of the incapable 
and corrupt crew who hold tho reins of 
power havo been rolling up their countless 
thousands of ill-gotten woalth, the indus- 
tries and thé energies of Canada have beon 
wuighed to the earth. Whilo a few politi- 
cal cormorants have fattened on steel rail 
contracts, St Francia Locks jobs, Kawinis- 
tiquia land jobs, Foster contract jobs, 
Pacific railway contracts and suryeys, the 
pedplo of Canada havo seon tho public 
crédit destroyed abroad, and blightitig 
doproasion and ruin at homo, While Mr. 
Mackenzie's policy has called into oxistenco 
a systom of shameless and unscrupulons 
corruption in high places, its effect is trace- 
able in closed factories, in ruined commerce 
and alarming and almost genoral bankrupt- 
cy. In speaking of the two political parties 
of Canada to-day, can it not be truthfully 
said of thom, as Macaulay described par- 
tiés in England fifty years ago, “That tho 
Reform party has sunk down from the 
noble proportions of manhood to those of 
tho grovelling reptile, while the Conserva- 
tive party has risen up, and superseded it 
in all that is manly.”

Soon aftorwarda several par- 
tios saw tho two men in the centre of the 
| rivor near the rapids, rowing hard against 
| the current. For a few momonta tho boat 
| appeared stationary, owing to tho great ex- 
ortions of the rowers, but as their offorts 
| relaxed, the boat was again borne down 
with certainty towards the Falls, and was 
| finally engulfed in the first tier of the rap- 
ids above Goat Island, Notwithstanding 
| the horrible death which stared tho poor 
mon in tho faco, thoy struggled bravely by 
rowing inst the angry waters around 
them hoy realized at lust that it was be- 
yond human power to put back, and tho 
head of the boat Was seen to turn suddonly 
in the direction of Goat Island, as if they 
were endeavoring to gain that point as a last 
resort. Immediately at the head of Goat 
Island a lodge of rocks extends over to tho 
Canadian side, forming a waterfall in some 
| places of oight or ten fect. Ovor this ledge 
the boat was seon to jump,striking below all 
right, the men still pulling vigorously at 
the oars, and was borne swiftly on to tho 
socond fall in the rapids.

Notes on Orchard and Garden 
Work. 


Thoro is rarely a season that is not re- 
garded, for one reason or another, as ‘‘re- 
markable,” yet a consultation of the rer 
cords for a few yoara back, will show that 
tho same “remarkable” seasons aro not of 
so rare occurrence. Still wecan not re- 
collect when we have before” had spring 
birds abundant at the end of February, 
followed in early March by other birds, in 
such numbers as to indicate that, in their 
opinion at least, we have an early spring, 
Those who act upon the principle of doing 
work whenever it can be dono, are less 
likely to be crowded, than thoso who put 
off spriag work, because it is not apring by 
the almanic. Tho Notes for the past two 
months should be consulted, and all pre- 
paratory work hurried up. 


ORCHARD AND NURSERY, 


Tue PLantine Season, if this weathor 
continues, will bo short, and the work 
must be passed. 

Trees PROM THE NURSERY, if trangplant- 
ed a long distance may be injured in warm 
weather in two ways. Ist, They may bo 
dried out, This will be shown by the 
shrivelling of the bark on the twigs. For 
trees in this condition, open ,a trench in 
light, mellow soil, large enough to contain 
them, root and branch. Then, first scoing 
that the labels are all right, bury them en- 
tirely in moist, but not wet soil, putting 
a stake at the roots as a guide in taking 
them out, Let them remain buried five 
days or a week, and, whon taken out they 
will be found perfectly restored. Another 
danger {s, second from 

Overueatine iy Box ok Bunpit,causing 
the buds to push. We haye received trees, 
long on the journey, the shoots of whicl 
had pushed two or three inches, It will 
be found that itis always the uppor buds 
on the branches which start first, and the 
only remedy is to cut every branch back to 
a dormant bud—one that has not started— 
no matter if it loaves the treo a mere stick 
with stubs upon it. This is sovero troat- 
ment, but is it the safest. 

Waar Varterties To Puant, is a ques- 
tion often asked of us, andis one of the 
most difficult to answer. If the fruit is for 
home uso, a succession from the oarliost to 
the latest will be needed. If fruit is to be 
grown for market, then it is necossary, to 
know what the market requires. In all 
these cases, the fruit-yrowers in the noigh- 
borliood can give better advico than my 
one else, and we havo never yet mot a suc- 
ceasful fruit-grower who was not willing to 
tell what ho knew for the benefit of others. 
It is only quacks who have secrots. 

Tux Home Noxsnrry.—Those who pro- 

80, In & year or two, to set out orchards, 
can woll preparo for it now. ‘They can buy 
from tho nursorios root-grafts, or nursory 
stocks “in bud,” i.e,, stocks budded last 
year, on which the buds have “takon” and 
which will start into growth this year, from

back were Israelites,that the Bismarck house 
had been one of the few unfaltering Pro- 
testant,and that he believed that among 
Victoria's ancestry were those descended 
from Terael, and that he wanted +his hear- 
| era to bear this in mind as he read: 


|. * Now, Tam going to read one of the two 
chapters in the Bible that the early English 
translators did not understand, and left 
out,” he said. ‘' We now, in tho light of 
present events, see what it means,” and 
then he read the seventeenth chapter of 
| Ezekiel, containing, as he believes, the 
| prophecy of the coming war and its re- 
sults. 

Dr. Wild’s argument, as developed thus 
far in the serics of lectures he has deliver- 
ed, appears to be in the following line ; 
Tracing down the history of Ireland and 
England to the present, time, he attempts 
tc 
indicated by sacred prophecy. This being 
80, the time has now come whon further 
mystery vanishes in the light of revelation, 
aud we can take the prophecies, still incom- 
pleted, and with ease carry them to the 
end, because consistency and analogy point 
out the way: 

Dr! Wild said, last evening, and’in thun- 
der tones, that he thought by one or two 
lectures more he should be able to show 
conclusively just what the future destiny 
of Ireland must be, because divinely al- 
lotted, and that it would be something far 
different from that commonly ascribed, ‘to 
it. It willbe one of the necessary results 
of the war. In the line of argument that 
he has Jaid down to follow, it fell to last 
evening's hour to run back over the early 
history of Ireland. In the destinies that 
Providence has allotted to the peoples of 
tho carth, one was reseryed for Ireland. 
That Proyidence did allot places''to peo- 
ples; thathe had a geography of His own 
as easily to be followed as Morse’s, Dr. 
Wild ran oyer passages of Scripture to show 
closing with the much studied one from 
Acts, which cays that the time and habi- 
tation of his people are apportioned. In 
view of this there was a divine purpose 
when the Phoenicians settled in the south- 
ern part of Ireland, Dr, Wild quoted 
authorities, too many and too rapidly to 
note, showing that Phosnician traders set- 
tled in southern [reland, and claimed that 
the fire dance, the funeral wake, the six- 
teen lettered language of this people, are 
present proof of their ancestry. The im- 
portance of this point consists’ in the fact 
that the Phoonicians and the Philistines of 
prophecy are the same, and by proving that 
the Philistines settled in Southern Ireland 
the first series of keya that tnlock prophecy 
is found, The second is the assertion that 
the tribe of Dan settled in northern Treland. 
Dr. Wild traces the wanderings of this tribe 
over Europe to Denmark. The Danube 
river is one, the name, Denmark, Dan's 
boundary, is another, Now the fact that 
the Philistines settled in one part of the 
isle, and some of the children of Israel in 
dnother, gave to Dr. Wild the clue to the 
prophecy that points out the result of tho 
Heropean war, “In further lectures he will 
follow it down. The past, as developed by. 
the history of Ireland, will womistakably 
show what is to be. 

The originality of these views has at- 
tracted to these lectures very many think- 
ing-peopler Perhaps Dre Wild’s peculiar 
and often forcible eloquence tends to in- 
creaso the’ gathering. His facts, as he 
groups them one after another, he sets be- 
fore his liourérs ina calm, demonstrative 
Way, BOmetimes, probably in view of his | 
miscellaneous audience, lightened and im-

A WOMAN SHOT DEAD BY ANOTHER ONE 

THE ©TA ~~ RECKLESS USE OF FIKE- 
AKMS-——TERRIBLE ENDING TO A VARIETY | 
PERFORMANCE. | 


Provipence, R. 1, April 5, 1878.--A 
terrible tragedy occured this evening at the 
Opera House in Pawtucket, in this: State, 
during one of thoze sensr tional and reckless | 
exhibitions in markmanship, originally in- 
troduced on the state by Frank Frayne and 
his wife, Miss Clara Butler. In this in- 
stance the holder of the rifle was a woman, 
and she instantly killed another woman 
who was holdiug thé apple aimed at on her 
head. On Monday last a y. y company 
hailing from the Mozart Garden, in the 
city of Brooklyn, N. Y., commenced an 
engagement atthe Pawtucket Opera House, 
their performances being of an ordinary 
character except the feats in rifle shooting 
by Mrs, Jennie Fowler, whose stage name 
is Miss Jennie Franklin. She usually be- 
gan by firing ata target and various ob- 
jects, closing that part of her performance 
by shooting at an apple placed on another 
member of the company, known as Mile. 
Volante, who also appeared as a trapeze 
performer, 


In order to intensify the sensational 
character of this act, Miss Franklin, instead 
of taking direct aim at the apple on Mlle. 
Voltane's head, faced in a opposite direc- 
tion and obtained her range by means of a 
small mirror placed at the wing. This 
mirror has to be arranged at such an angle 
that its face will bring the face of the per- 
son supporting the apple directly in the 
centre of the glass. The holder of the rifle 
places the weapon over her right shoulder, 
keeping the trigger guard pressed close 
and steady to her shoulder, and then takes 
aim through the sights at the reflected 
image before her. _ The trick been re- 
peatedly accomplished with s» , but it 
requires great’ coolness and steadiness to 
strike the reflected apple with precision, 
and has always been deemed a foolhardy 
and dangerous experiment, 


This evening the variety entertainment 
passed off as usual until the rifle-shooting 
act, when the audience was horrified by 
seeing the unfortunate trapeze performer 
shot dead. Miss Franklin displayed con- 
siderable skillin hitting her target and 
other objects while firing directly at them, 
and she seemed confident and assured wh 
tho final feat was to be attempted, 
Mile. Volante stepped alertly to her 
station, ling at the audience as she 
did so. Placing the apple, an ordinary sized 
one, on the top of her head, where it rested 
in her luxuriant hair, she stood motionless | 
asastatuc. Miss Franklin also took hor | 
station near the foot-lights in front of the | 
mirror, and deliberately aimed over her 
shoulder through the glass at her ill-fated | 
friend. The audience satin silence, curi- 
ously watching the performers and suspect | 
some deceitful trick, when suddenly the 
trigger was pulled and at the samo instant a 
shriek resounded through the hall as the 
unfortunate Volante fell forward on the 
stage.

The Burydice. 


The canse of the foundering of the Eury- 
Aico, is sot forth in the Admiralty report. 
A sudden violent squall coming down ono 
of the ravines on the south side of the Isle 
of Wight, caught the vessel ax the mon wero 
aloft endeavoring to take in somo of the 
sails, Sho heeled over, and every porthole 
being pon, the water poured in, and the 
ill-fated yeusel foundered. She carried 
down with her upwards of threo hundred 
passongers and crew, of whom five wero 
taken up by the Emma, and threo of them 
died a few minutes after their rescue, from | 
exhaustion.

Lord Elphinstone, in reporting this hea- 
vy disaster to the Peers, gavo some inter- 
esting particulars of the vessel. He said: 
“Thave some particulars with regard to 
the Eurydice which may ho of interest to 
your Lordships. She was a 26-gun frigate, 
and was built by Admiral Elliot in tho year 
1842. Sho was commissioned by the pres- 
ent Sir George Elliot, and subsequently by 
Captains Ommannoy and Parleton in 1854- 
7; and served on the White Sea and’ West 
Indies stations. After repairs by White, 
of Cowes, sho was fitted out for a training 
ship for ordinary seamen, and was commis- 
sioned by Captain Hare in February, 1877, 
for that purpose. Being so fitted out, she 
romained practically the same as before, 
with the exception that her stability was 
increased rather than otherwise. The ofli- 
cers were specially selected. Captain Hare 
had been in command of the Boscawen— 
the training ship for boys at Portland. 
Licutenant Tabor had been’s lieutenant of 
the Narcissus in 1870-72, when flag ship of 
the flying squadron, during which time he 
kept watch—the ship being nearly always 
under sail. He was afterwards first lieu- 
tenant of the Cruiser, training ship for or- 
dinary seamen in the Mediterranean, in 
which ship he served three and a half years.

The Career of an Opium Hater. 


A New York Jounnauisr oy Anitiry 
Succumps to tHe Deanty Hasir— 
Sav Enpixc or 4 Once Promisinoe 
Lire. 


On Tuesday afte: noon a man dropped to 
the pavement near the corner of eighth 
avenue and Seventy-eighth street, and on 
being assisted he was found to be in a dy- 
ing condition. The nearest policeman was 
notified, an ambulance called, and the suf- 
ferer promptly removed to the Ninety- 
ninth-street Hospital, where he had no 
sooner arrived than death occurred. As 
in all such cases the bedy was taken to the 
Morgue, there to remain for identification, 
or be buried in Potcer's Field. Yesterday 
morning a bright little boy appeared at the 
dead house, aud with many sobs informed 
the keeper that the dead man was his fa- 
ther. 

Thus died Terence A. Brady, one of the 
many singular characters that are daily to 
be found in this great and busy city. A 
man of undoubted literary ability, and 
blessed by a most excellent education, he 
was friendless and almost alone. He was 
well known to newspaper editors as an in- 
defatigable writer on general subjects, his 
contribution# to the daily press being sin* 
gularly well written and interesting to the 
reader. But while a frequent visitor to 
newspaper offices no one knew anything of 
his mode of life, To many he seemed to 
be merely a habitual drunkard, who was 
destroying himself by indulgence in liquor, 
and consequently undeserving of pity from 
his fellow mep. But, like most such mis- 
erable men, Mr. Brady had a remarkable 
history, and at one time promised to be a 
bright and influential member of society. 

He was a native of Limerick, Ireland, 
and nearly fifty years of age at the time of 
his death. On leaving school he entered 
college as a student for the Catholic priest- 
hood, and was at all times romarkable for 
his close application to study. But when 
the period of probation had expired he fail- 
ed to enter orders and soon after came to 
the United States. After many singular 
adventures he found himself in the city of 
San Francisco, then in its infancy, owner 
and responsible editor of the Monitor. 
Having married meanwhile, his domestic 
life proved an unhappy one, and becoming 
separated from his wife he endeavored to 
drown his sorrow and trouble by following 
the example of De Quincey, and became a 
confirmed opium eater. 

The deadly drug was his ruin, and he 
drifted away into the world an outcast and 
a wanderer. He appeared in the city about 
eight years ago and lived a most wretched 
life by the chance Se eye he could 
obtain on the press. tterly regardless of 
his personal appearance, he would enduro 
the cold of winter in the same thin raiment 

rocured during the heat of summer, the 
influence of opium rendering him insensi- 
ble to physical suffering. It was this that 
kept him from getting regular employ- 
ment. Whenever he received any money 
it was his custom to hand the greator part 
to a friendly grocer, who doled it out to 
him in small sums, at the same time obey- 
ing Brady's instructions to see that his son 
got sufficient food. 

Silent and retiring by nature, and gentle 
in his casual intercourse with those he met, 
the unfortunate man shunned all attempts 
at assistance, proferring to wrap himsolf in 
mystery and silence until the death ho 
wished for came to relioye him of his mon- 
tal pain. By those who knew him best his 
qualitics wero warmly appreciated. Ha- 
bitues of the public libraries will miss the 
squalid looking man who haunted the 
bookcases and pored silontly over the 
strange and raro yolumes there to be 
found. Ho would enter the Astor Library 
in the morning, and sitting down with a 
list of books forget the Inpse of time until 
reminded that the hour for closing had ar- 
rived. Such is tho brief and imperfoct 
history of a man who, though a wreck in 
life, has loft behind him in the pages of 
the daily journals of this city an amount of 
litorary otlort of which many a ond man 
might woll bo proud.—, Y. Herald,

(4.) Davidson gives a general denial to, 
the evidence of Clark and Savigny, . Theie 
recollection of the circumstance is clear and 
distinct. Savigny’s copying of the tracing 
upon his own map and his subsequent dis- 
covery that it was an exact plan of the re- 
serye decided upon (officially) by Mr. Mac- 
kenzie on the 23rd January, 1875, over two 
months afterward, are weighty facts. Clark 
is a Reformer ;, Savigny a Conseryative. 
Both are men of excellent reputation. Nei- 
ther has any interest in perjuring himself. 
Davidson:is deeply interested in concealing 
the truth. 
(6.) Mr. Mackenzie recvived Murdoch's 
report ,recommending the McKellar farm 
site in November, 1874, at the very time 
Davidson was boasting that the Government 
intended to place the terminus on the Town 
Plot, &c., and showing this tracing. No 
other Government engineer had surveyed 
the Kaministiqua, ‘the Premier has said 
in the House repeatedly that he always fol- 
lowed the advice of his engineers. In this 
¢axe, however, he (on the 23rd Jan’y 18756,) 
set Murdoch's report aside and formally se- 
lected the Town Plot. 
(6.) Asked to give a reason for ignoring 
Murdoch's report; Mr. Mackenzie declared 
that Mr. Sanford Fleming chose the Town 
Plot. On tho other hand Mr. Fleming, in 
his examination before the Senate Com- 
initteo, said the Minister of Public Works 
chose the Town Plot and he merely follow- 
ed his directions and placed the sito'there. 
Mr. Fleming had neyer surveyed or ex- 
amined the Kaministiquia ; hence it is not 
probable that he would have rejected the 
site recommended by his: assistant on his 
own responsibility. Secondly, he had no 
object in telling’ an untruth with respect to 
its selection. On the other hand, Mr, 
Mackenzie is even more deeply iuterested 
than Davidsonin avoiding the responsibility 
of this job. Mr. Fleming had nothing to 
gain ; Mr. Mackenzie has everything to 
lose. 
(7.) The Town Plot having thus been 
decided on, Mr. Mackenzie appointed two 
yaluators ; and to represent the Govern- 
mert, he appointed Mr, P. J. Brown, a 
partner in the firm of Oliver, Davidson, & 
Oo., who acted as solicitor and adviser for 
the Dominion. The law relating to expro- 
priations for Pablic Worksis yery explicit 
as tothe duty of yaluators in such cases; 
They are to fix the price irrespective of any 
increased value which the proposed public || 
workis likely to give to the property to be 
exproportioned. In thiscase the value of 
the land but for the fact that the Pacific 
railway terminus was to be there, was 
simply nominal ; probably from eight to 
ten dollars an acre At the outside. But 
Mr. Brown as Dominion solicitor advised 
thé valuators to igtiore that provision of 
the law and to be guided by the price paid 
for igolated lots thereabouts after it was 
known that the terminus was to be placed 
there, and to which in consequence a large 
and fictitious value had been’ attached. 
This was done, and the Town Plot site was 
sold to the Government for $54,000, exclu- 
sive of the Neebing Hotel. 

(8,) But ‘Oliver wanted more” than a 
gigantio profit on worthless lands, In June, 
1875, Davidson engaged Mr, James D. 
Henderson, a Toronto builder, to build a 
hotel on the Town Plot, The Neebing 
Hotel Company was organized, the Com- 
pany being Oliver, Davidson, & Co., and a 
few friends whom they let in to the cor- 
tainty of a good thing. Henderson erect- 
ed the building according to instructions 
on land which the proprietors knew was 
wanted by the Government, at a total cost, 
and leaying a good profit at that,of $2,000. 
Mr. Taylor, a competent witness, who 
made a close examination of the building, 
thought $1,380 a liberal price for it. ‘Tho 
valuators—Mr, Brown, one of the vendors, 
being agent for the Government in this 
case also—paid $6,029 for it, The land 
on which the structure atands was paid for 
twico dyer; and on comparing accounts, 
Wilson, one of the valuators, confessed 
that the Goyernment paid for ten barrels 
of limo, although only two rooms, each 
18 feet, by 16 feet, were plastered ; paid 
for nearly $100 worth of paint, though 
brush never stained the yenerable slabs and 
culls of which the fabrid was constructed ; 
paid for forty winddw “frames, 33 boxes 
and 252 panes of glass, with 43 
pairs of sashes'and four dozen sash fast, 
eners, though therd were but four windows 
in the entire rookery } paid for 46,000 
shingles, though only two-thirds of the east 
wing, which ig 80 feot by 24 feot, was shin- 
gled ; paid for 16,872 foot. of flooring, 
though only 1,920 fect existed ; paid for 
66 sheets of tiny though nono had boon 
used ; and paid for $37 worth of locks, 
though but two existed, As Oliver told 
Hendorson, (if the hotel was on the Goy- 
ornment resorve’—and hoe well know if 
was—tho Gove it would have to pay 
4 fancy price for it

How to Act in Case of Fire. 


(From the American Builder.) 

Bottor than all elaborate arid costly ap- 
paratus for extinguishing fires aro constant 
caro and watohfulness,and quick and intol- 
ligerit action on the part of thoso who first 
discover a fire in progross, ‘The fire which 
at its boginning could be smothered with a 
rocket hanlkorchief, or dashed out with o 
Prtckot of water, neglocted n few hours lays 
in'wasto millions of dollars worth bf pro- 
pofty. If thoro is any timo in which a por- 
son’ should be cool and calm, in perfcot 
command of himself, it is when ho dis- 
covers a firo that throatens the destruction 
of life and property. The first thing to do 
is to loarn procisoly whore it is ; the second, 
to consider the chances of extinguishing it. 
Of course, in citios an alarm ahould at once 
be sent out, but at the same time a vigor- 
ous offort should be made to put out the 
fire with the means at hand; for some- 
times what tho fire-engind is unable to 
accomplish when it reaches the scone can 
be done by ono or two persons who act 
promptly before the flames haye had time 
to gain hoadway. 

First, thon, do not be alarmed on ac- 
count of smoke, Frequently there is a 
great deal of smoke before tho fire has 
made much progress. Remember thnt one 
can paas through smoke by keeping his head 
noar the floor, or by envoloping it in a wet

ASSASSINATING AN DARL, 


AGRARIAN MURDERS DURING PIPTY YEARS, 


(From the New York World. ) 


The Earl of Leitrim, who was recently 
killed in Ireland, was the head of a family 
of English origin which settled in Ireland 
after the dark days of Queen Elizabeth, | 
and which was ennobled in the person of | 
his grandfather, Robert Clements, Eaq., 
raised to tho Irish peerage on the 11th of 
of October, 1783, a8 Baron Leitrim, and 

© Earl of Leitrim twelve years after- 
wards, Tho murdered nobleman, who was 
the third Earl, wava man of more than 
seventy years of age, having been bora in 
1806. He was notorious throughout his 
life as a stern and exacting landlord on his 
estates of Lough Rynn, in Leitrim and 
Kildare. Itis told of him that his favorite 
phrase in dismissing an appeal made to 
him was to bid the applicant ‘ go to hell 
or America.” His nephew, who succeeds 
him, is the son of his brother, the Hon. 
and Rev. Francis Clements, clergyman of 
the English Church, vicar of Norton, in 
England. 

The list of Agrarian murders in Treland 
may be begun with that of another Irish 
peer, Lord Norbury. On New Year's 
Day, 1839, while the Earl was walking in 
the shrubbery of his own house, Kilbeggan, 
County Meath, and pointing out certain 
projected improvements to the steward, he 
was shot dead by an assassin who was seen 
to escape, though in the confusion he elud- 
ed pursuit. The print of a small and 
well-made boot, such as no peasant would 
wear, was found where he had taken his 
stand, and this fact gave rise to 
much speculation as to the person 
and motives of the murderer, A reward 
of $5,000 with an annuity for life 
of $500, failed to obtain any clue to him, 
and, as the murdered nobleman was on 
good terms with his Catholic neighbors and 
tenants, and did not concern himself about 
politics,the cause of his taking-off has ever 
remained a mystery. This crime,however, 
was historic. It fired the passions of the 
panic-stricken landlords and brought about 
the famous meeting of the magistrates of 
Kings County, whereat the phrasein the 
letter of Under Secretary Thomas Drum- 
mond refusing an incréase of police for 
Tipperary, ‘Property has its duties as 
well as its rights,” was exalted into a pro- 
verb, Large Charleville denounced it as, 
though innocent enough in itself, little less 
than a deliberate and unfeeling insult in 
the circumstances under which it was of- 
fered. The formal resolutions deglared 
that it had had “ the unfortunate effect of 
increasing the animosities entertained 
against the owners of the soil by its occu- 
pants, who now constitute themselves the 
sole arbiters of the rights as well as of the 
duties of property.” 

Three years later, in May, 1842,outrages 
on the persons and properties of landowners 
and agents began ayain to be common in 
Ireland, particularly in Tipperary and 
Kings County. On the 2nd of July the 
special commission for the former county 
finished its work, making several convic- 
Patrick Byrne, for instance, was 
convicted of shooting Mr, Robert Hall, the 
landlord of one Kent, who, in revenge for 
the ejectment of a relative by Mr. Hall, 
incited Byrne to the murder. Timothy 
Quilty was convicted of murdering Michael 
Laffan, a bailiff ; he was dragged from his 
house in open day and shot on the high- 
way in ight of several passers. The body 
was left on a dung hill, noone daring to 
adinit it into che house, and an inquest had 
to be held upon it in tho street. John 
Pound was convicted of firing agun loaded 
with slugs through the door of bis land- 
lord's house into fhe room where the family 
was assembled ; the landlord’s wife was 
dangerously wounded, Michael Hayes 
was still another man who was convicted ; 
he and a companion lying in wait for an 
agent or bailiff, John Ryan, fired on him, 
killing the horse he rode. The day after 
the commission rose—a Sunday, too—an- 
other murder and attack on property took 
place in the townland of Dolla. 


The next notable demonstration was in 
August, 1843, when a collision took place at 
Turloughmore Fair, near Galway, between 
the police and peasants, ending in two men 
(one a magistrate) being killed and ten 
wounded. On the 12th of November the 
dwelling of Mr. Waller, of Finnoo, Tippe- 
rary, was surrounded by his peasant tenants, 
who fired on the family seated at dinner and 
beat its members shockingly in the struggle 
which followed, Mr. Waller and two others 
being killed, On the 6th of April, 1845, at 
Ballyrahan, a gang of ‘‘ Molly Maguires” 
beat to death on the highway, in daylight, a 
rate-collector, Though one of the murderers 
was captured on the spot,no one would ven- 
ture to identify him, and the coroner's jury 
returned a verdict of ‘wilful murder against 
some persons unknown.” May 16,1846,took 
place the fatal affray of Bird Hill, Maunsell, 
a sub-tenant, barricaded himself and friends 
in a house, from which the sub Sheriff of 
Tipperary, with a body of police, undertook 
to oust bim on a writ of ejectment. The 
police killed four of the besieged party, when 
the others surrendered. In the last week of 
October three murderous assaults were made 
on land agents in Longford. The same 
month, a year later was notable for its 
numerous outrages and thefts of farm pro- 
duce, Denunciations of unpopular landlords | 
from tho altar now began. October 24, 
‘ather McDermott, of Strokestown, said : 
here is Major Mahon, absent from you 
all this winter,not looking aftor your wants 
or distress, but amusing himself; and he 
returns and finds his property all safe, and 
tho return he makes to you is to burn and 
destroy your houses and loaye your poor to 
starve on tho road.” Tho next Sunday 
the priest added; “Major Mahon is

Before the Special Commission at Limer- 
ick, January 4, 1848, ono Ryan, alias

rages were lost sight of, and tho next sen- 
sation was the shooting, as he was driving 
home from Dundalk, of Robert Lindsay 
Mauleverer, a magistrate of Londonderry, 
and agent over extensive estates in the 
north of Ireland. Two men, strongly sus- 
pected of the murder, were tried, but the 
Jury refused toconyict. On the 4th of De- 
cember, 1851, as Mr, Thomas Bateson, bro- 
ther of Sir Robert Bateson, and manager 
of Lord Templeton’s estate in Monaghan, 
was returning from the model farm of 
Castle-Blarney, three men, hidden in the 
shrubbery where the road ran through a 
hollow, fired on him; then rashed out and 
beat him to death with pistols and blud- 
geons. Several persons were put on trial, 
but the jury refused to convict. April 10th, 
1854, however, Coomey, Quinn and Grant, 
the murderers, were hanged exulting. “Say 
anything ?’ said Coomey ; ‘* Our Saviour 
said nothing when he was executed,” 
**Hell cannot now scare us,” said Quinn ; 
the hangman's doing the best job he ever 
did for us ;” and he added ; ‘* Mary, mo- 
ther of God, receive us ; prepare heaven 
for us,” 

The next famous murder was that of 
Miss Charlotte Hends, of Ballyconneli, 
County Cavan, who was shot and fatally 
wounded as she was driving home, October 
12th, 1855. Months before she had been 
doomed to death at asecret meeting of her 
tenants, Between the 20th and 28th of 
November about twenty cases of murder or 
murderous assault were reported, in only a 
few of which could witnesses be obtained 
to testify against the persons arrested, In 
one instance, at Ballylinan, Leinster, four 
women tried to hang a process-server, and 
failing, beat him nearly to death with clubs. 
fn June, 1862, another special commission 
had to be sent to Limerick, where, during 
the six weeks preceding the session,several 
terrible crimes had been committed. Beck- 
ham and Walsh, for shooting Mr. Francis 
Fitzgerald, of Kilmallock, in the presence 
of his, were convicted and hanged ; so was 
one, Dillon, an accessory before the fact. 
At Clonmel, Bohan, on being acquitted of 
a charge of firing on Col. Knox, was re- 
ceived by the peasantry with manifestations 
of joy ; so was Halloran, whose trial for 
shooting and wotlnding Mr. Gustave 
Thiebault, of Boytonrath, failed from the 
unwillingness of witnesses to testify. On 
the 30th of July Mr, Broddell, a solicitor 
of Mallow, who had sent the Hayes family 
a notice to quit, was shot dead in Dobbyn’s 
Hotel, Tipperary, by young Hayes, who 
made his escape in the most deliberate 
manner and found refuge among the peas- 
antry. On the Ist of May, 1863, M. 
Gustave Thicbault, already mentioned, was 
murdered on his grounds near Dahir, Tip- 
perary, His gun was found near him, with 
both barrels discharged—the stock smashed 
in beating him over the head ; a broken 
pitchfork and heavy stone also lay on his 
face, A verdict of wilful murder was found 
against Thomas Halloran, also already 
mentioned. 

On the 15th of April,1878,as Mr, Howard 
Featherstonhaugh, Deputy Lieutenant of 
the County of Westmeath, was driving 
home with his servant from Killacan Sta- 
tion—he had been to Dublin to welcome 
the Prince of Wales—his carriage stopped 
and he was dragged out and shot. Mr. 
Featherstonhaugh was a very large pro- 
prietor, and there had just been some evic- 
tions on his estates, On the 1dth of 
August, at Ballycohey, ‘Tipperary, Mr. 
W. Sculley’s bailiff and a policeman were 
murdered while serving notices of eviction. 
May 28th, 1869, a farmer named Power 
was beaten to-death at’ Rathgormac, Tip- 
perary, for taking a farm,from which a ten 
ant had been evicted. Mr, Bradshaw, J. 
P., of Cappagh-white, Tipperary, was shot 
through the head and barbarously muti- 
lated. Captain Tarleton was shot on his 
own grounds, at Creggan, Athlone, Mr. 
Cullen, Justice of the Peace of Drumkerin, 
Leitrim, was fired at, but escaped unhurt, 
and an attempt was made to blow up the 
mansion of Dr. Blunden, of Parkmore,Tip- 
yorary. On the 11th of July Captain 
Fambert, of Castle Lambert, Galway,

An Act which 
might be sustained by the Courts as the legal 
prerogative of the Crown might be exercised 
in the most unconstitutional way. Constitu- 
tional usage was now pretty w efined. He 
road from ‘ Brougham” and ‘* Freeman" in 
t of this view, Setting aside tho 
iew with regard to the Quebeo dif- 
ficulty, he contended that the Ministry 
should’ have governed, and been free to 
overn, 80 long as they possessed the confi- 
Renee of Parliament, If there was any 
exception to this doctrine, it was when the 
Crown had reason to believe that the Par- 
liament did not represent the Country. Re- 
ferring particularly to the Queboo matter, he 
said the Lieutenant-Governor when appoint- 
ed found a Gevernment in office sustained by 
large majorities in both branches of the Log: 
islature, Nota single reason which ho gave 
for that dismissal would hold water,and wero 
he placed in a like position, the illustrious 
nobleman of whom they* had been speaking 
‘a while ago, would have cut off his right hand 
before he would have acted as had the Lieut.- 
Governor of Quebec. He referred seriatim 
to tho several dismissals of Governments 
which had occurred in England, The only 
case which was referred to by the defenders 
of the Liontenant-Governor of Quebeo which 
was worth noticing was that of the Melbourne 
Government, and Greville, whose account 
had been confirmed by Baron Stockmeyer, 
showed that the failure of Lord Melbourne to 
stain the Whig character of the Govern- 
ment afford William IV. a reason for the 
dismissal, which was not generally under- 
stood, Even then, however, tho dismissal 
was unconstitutional, and no authority now 
attempted to justify it. The case which 
came most nearly to that of Quebec was tho 
South Africa case, where Sir Bartle Frere 
dismissed his ministry. But he actedin the 
face of a great danger in which the Local 
Government declined to use the burgher 
force for the maintenance of Imperial inter- 
ests, and Sir Bartle Frere took the course 
which he did take in the support of those 
interests he was appointed peculiarly 
to maintain, Sir John went on to 
Jay down what he considered the true consti- 
tutional doctaine, quoting at some length from 
shapehon orhaps the ablest modern writer 
on British Constitutional Government, and 
also an extract from “‘ Freeman.” These ex- 
tracts went to show that in these days no 
Sovereign would dare to dimiss a Government 
which had a majority in Parliament. In the 
Quebec case every objection taken by the 
Lieutenant-Governor to his late Ministry, ox- 
cept one, had reference, not to their Adminis- 
tration, but to their legislation. In the Eng- 
lish cases, the question of legislation was 
never mentioned. He had been a member of 
the Administration under five Governor-Gen- 
erals, and he ventured to assert that the Min- 
istry never submitted a bill to the representa- 
tive of the Sovereign, and only had his gener- 
al assent at the commencement of a session to 
its financial measures. Why, only the other 
night, the Stamp Act of the Minister of In- 
land Revenue had been so changed that its in- 
troducer could not recognize his child when 
the House got through with it, Was it to be 
said the Governor-General had any responsi- 
bility for that bill, either in its inception or 
after it had been virtually destroyed? Ho 
had only power to warn, and it should be used 
with extreme caro and caution, The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Quebec allowed logis- 
lation to proceed without a suggestion of 
warning, and at the last hours of the session 
unceremoniously dismissed his ministers. His 
conduct was a coup d'etat, It was unwise and 
an outrage upon the constitution. It could 
hardly be doubted, at all events it was broad- 
y alleged, that the course of the Lieutenant- 
sovernor was dictated by his desire to seize 
upon power for his frionda in view of a gon- 
eral election for the Dominion. Nomen ful- 
ly aware of his responsibilities would have 
taken sucha stop. It remained to be seon

Dominion Parliament. 
FIFTH SESSION—THIRD PARLIAMENT, 


Weropwnespay, April 10. 

Mr, Laflammo introduced a bill to amend 
the Election Law. It would do away with 
the systom of envelopes and introduce the 
provisions of the Quobeo law, which would 
preclude tho possibility of detecting who had 
It elso provided that in oases whore 
votors, being unable to read the names on the 
ballot papers, could not make thoir crosses, 
assistance should be given them. 

Read a first time, 

Soveral questions wore asked and answered, 

On motion of Mr. Dowdney, it was ordered 
that the correspondence which led to the in- 
vestigation before Mr, Justice Gray, of accu- 
sations against the agent of the Mariuo and 
Fishories Department in British Columbia, be 
brought down, 

Mr. McDougall (Renfrew) moved for orders 
in-Council fixing the route of the extension of 
the Canada Central Railway, and of the Geor- 
gian Bay, The intentioa of the Government 
was to proceed with the extension by the val- 
loy of the Bonnechoro, but it had been 
they bad changed the route, which would 
now be from’ the town of Pembroke to tho 
present terminus of the Canada Central. 

Mr. Mackenzio said he could not bring 
down any orders in Council at presont, but 
ina few days ho hoped to be able to brin; 
this wholo quostion before the House, anc 
move the adoption of a new order in Council, 

Mr, White (Renfrew) approved of the course 
proposed to bo taken by the Premier. He said 
tho country, however, had been led by the 
conduct of the Government to believe that the 
work had been wholly abandoned, sccing that 
for a couple of years they had not put any sum 
in tho estimates to prosecute it. 

Dr, Tupper said the question was one of 
great importance, and it was consoquently 
moat desirable that all the information in the 
possession of the Government should be 
brought down at the earliest possible moment, 
The selection of the route ot the Pacific Rail- 
way was of such great import that ho did not 
think the Government should definitely fix 
upon it without submitting it to Parliament. 

The motion was withdrawn. 

Dr. Tupper, for Mrz McCarthy, moyed for 
a statement respecting the loan of 1876, It 
was very unadvisable, he said, that that loan 
should have been put on the market at a fixed 
price. Ho contrasted it with an open loan 
made at the same timo by South Australia, 
and said it was clear that the Finance Minis- 
ter’s course had lost three per cent. to Canada, 
He disputed the claim of the F/nance Minister 
to credit for having reduced the 1ate of inter- 
est on the public debt, though he ought to 
have been able to reduce it when meso seas 
loans at a low rate of interest to redeem de- 
bentures which bore a high rate of interest. 

Mr, Cartwright defended tho loan of 1876, 
He said he had fixed the price of the loan be- 
fore asking the financial agents to subscribe 
to it, and he was aware that they held a largo 
portion of it some months later, He was 
speaking when the House rose for recess, 

M. Cameron (Victoria) moved the bill for 
the relief of Victoria Elizabeth Lyon, from 
the Senate. 

Tho house divided and the motion was car- 
ried. Yeas, 79 ; nays, 60, 

Mr. Barthe moved the second reading of the 
bill to fix the rate of interest. He proposed 
to make the rate six instead of eight per cent. 

A division was taken with the following re- 
sults :—Yeas 24, nays 122, 

Mr. Kirkpatrick moved the second reading 
of his bill respecting the law of evidence in 
certain cases of misdemeanor, It provided 
that a defendant or his wife should be entitl- 
ed to give evidence in a proceeding instituted 
for enforcing a civil right for libel and for 
forcible entry. 

The bill was read a secoud time, and refer- 
red to a Select Committee to consider, 

The House adjourned at 11:45 p.m.

Italy’s King Heir to England's 
‘Lhrone. 


It is acurious fact and one that is not 
generally known, that King Victor Em- 
manuel was by the strict law of succession, 
the rightful King of England. He was 
descended in a direct line from Charles I. 
The youngest daughter of that unhappy 
monarch, the Princess Heneritta Maria, 
married Gaston d’Orleans, the brother of 
Louis XIV. She died leaving two daugh- 
ters. The eldest became Queen of Spain 
and died childless. The younger married 
the heir to the House of Savoy, and was 
the ancestress of the King of Italy. After 
the Revolution of 1688 when the right of 
succession to the British throne was settled 
by Act of Parliament, the House of Savoy 
was excluded on account of the Catholic 
religion professed by its members. The 
House of Hanover, of which Queen Victoria 
is the representative, was several removes 
farther from the direct succession, deriving, 
as it did, its claims from James I. through 
Queen Elizabeth of Bohemia, and her 
daughter the Electress Sophia. A striking 
commentary on the consequences of human 
actions, is afforded by this story of a royal 
inheritance. When Charles I. espoused a 
Catholic princess, he could scarcely have 
imagined that by this act he was oxcluding 
his direct descendants from the throne of 
their fathers ; and still less could his Queen 
have foreseen that any descendant of her 
favorite child, so carefully trained by her 
in the tenets of her own religion, should 
ever overthrow the temporal power of the 
Pope, and be himself installed upon the 
throne.— JF.

Angland an Asiatic and an Ocean 
Power. 


Mr. J, Anthony Froude, tho historian, 
ina recent lecture on ‘Colonies,” expressed 
tho opinion that the English official mind 
was governed by traditions, as was illus- 
trated in the oxisting continental policy. 


| Ho did not say that they had no interost 


on the Continent, but he held that their 
Continental interests were merely secon- 
dary ; thoir first interests wero in their 
own ompire, and their first duties were to 
themselves, He considered, of all the 
probloms whioh their atatosinon had before 
them, the one of real practical importance 
was the problem of how the colonies, which 
Were so anxious tobe attached to them, 
should be attached. Ax to foreign alliances, 
for his own part, the only alliance he really 
caced about would be an alliance with 


Amorica. Thoy wore cut off from tho 
Continent by the Channel. Science had 
onabled thom to make their own shores 


impregnable, and they hadas little to fear 
from Europe as America had, and as little 
to gain in mixing themselves up in contin- 
ental affairs. They were no longer a 
European power, but an Asiatic and an 
ocean power, and to this latter dovelopo- 
ment they should more particularly apply 
themselves. Sir Garnet Wolsely, far from 
boing an alarmist, shows, in his article in 
tho Nineteenth, Century, that noarly all the 
English coaling stations are at the mercy of 
the first hostile ironclad which reaches 
them. In this view, British commerce 
would be at a sorious risk ina war with 
Russia, But while all the Russian movo- 
ments on the Indian frontier have been 
closely watched ee England, little attention 
has been paid to her progress in Eastern 
Asia, where Russia has been quietly form- 
ing a large naval station on the western 
Pacific coast. They (the Russians) are now 
known to have a fleet of nineships, mount- 
ing thirty-three guns, and eighteen steam 
transports on the Amoor river; but at 
Vladivostock, the naval station referred to, 
and which has beon rendered impreguable 
by fortification, the Russians have a sea- 
going squadron of fiya corvettes, twosloops, 
seven gunboats and five troop-ships, most 
of which are ready for active service. 
Theso ships have been built especially for 
speed (the “Shah” being the only vessel in 
the English Pacific squadron which could 
approach them), and being each armed 
with heavy Gatling guns and torpedoes, 
would prove so many ‘Alabamas” to Hrit- 
ish commerce in the East and upon the 
coast of British Columbia. In addition to 
the Russian squadrons in the Amoor River 
and at Vladivostock, there are also five or 
six Russian ships of war reported in the 
Pacific whose whereabouts is not precisely 
known, from which the Pall Mall Gazette 
states that serious danger is to be appre- 
hended for the British shipping apd East- 
ern possessions, and that there is almost no 
limit to the amount of the damage a few 
of these Russian yessels could inflict. But 
besides these vessels of war, British com- 
merce would also have to contend with 
numerous privateers and cruisers which 
Russia would undoubtedly commission and 
equip in American waters, Against these 
forces for protection, there are now several 
British squadrons in the East, viz., in 
China, the Pacificand Australia, in all 
amounting to forty-six vessels, which would 
doubtless give a good account of themselves. 
It is now stated on good authority that the 
Dominion has been requested by the Home 
Government to place British Columbia in a 
state of proper defence against invasion, 
and that the Montreal Garrison Artillery 
are directed to hold themselves in readiness 
to relieve the Royal Artillery at Halifax, 
the latter being recalled to England for 
active service. Thus in case of actual war, 
ere many weeks have passed, Canada will 
have to share the burden of the contest, 
and begin to realize its evil consequences,

what guide is there to show the right depth 
at which a tree should be planted, or what 
is there to indicateit. We will point out 
a simple and unerring one :— 

Atthe point of connection, where stem 
and root part company and take opposite 
directions, the one ascending and the other 
descending, there isin every tree what is 
technically called the collar orneck, Now 
when u tree is planted and finished off, 
this neck orcollar should be just even 
with the surface of the soil, not buried be- 
neath it, In fact, itis better if anything 
to err the other way, and have it a little 
above the surface. This slight élevation 
would in the first instance, be rather an 
advantage ; inthe caso of newly-mado or 
deeply-trenched ground; where the tree 
does not rest on 4 firm, bottom, allowance 
should be made for the stem sinking as the 
soil gets firm and solid.

Mr. Macdougall (Three Rivers) rose to 
moye the adjournment of the debate. He

Mr. Plimb seconded the motion, which 
was received with loudly expressed dissatis- 
faction from the Ministerial benches, 

Mr. Mackenzio said he thonght now that 
two days had been spent in the discussion 
of the subject it was time that the debate 
should be closed to-night.

the question, and it must be stopped soon- 
er or later. 

Mr. Masson said the hon, member for 
Three Rivers had not troubled the House 
more than orice or twice during the ses- 
sion.

Mr. Cimon then endeayored to proceed, 
but a member who occupied a back seat on 
the nght of the Speaker interrupted him 
by frequently tooting on Mr. Cheval’s tin 
trumpet, which one hon, member charc- 
ized as the ‘* organ of the Government,” 
while another suggested that it was the 
species of bagpipes, by means of which the 
Premier was accustomed to call his support- 
ors together. Mesers. Smith (Peel), Cock- 
burn, Ross (Middlesex), McOraney, Wal- 
lace (Albert), Cheval, Pouliot, and others, 
led by the Minister of the Interior and the 
Mixister of Customs, encouraged the dis- 
turbonce, by slamming of desks and kick- 
ing of footboards, As the uproar was' pro- 
bable to continue, Mr. Cimon said he would 
haye to keep the floor until he was heard, 
and in order that he might not lose right 
to speak, he filled up the time by reading 
selections (in French) from the British 
North America Act, and commenting -on 
the same. 

Ata quarter past four in the morning, 
the Speaker left the chair for a short time, 
and Mr. DeVeber took his place, Coffee 
was then brought in amidst applause, and 
handed around to the Ministers and some 
members of the Opposition. Mr. Cimon 
continued his address shortly after five 
o'clock, and moved the adjournment of the 
House. This gave MacDougall, of Three 
Rivers, an opportunity to continue his ‘re- 
marks, and he took advantago of it. He 
strongly condemned the course of Mr, Le- 
tellier, and charged that the Minister of 
Justice and the Minister of Inland Revenue 
were in complicity with him, so far as fa- 
voring his course was concerned. 

During Mr. Macdougall’s speech, 

Mr. DeVeber rose toa question of or- 
der.

Liout.-Governor of Quebec, It is not pos 
sible to follow the leader of the Opposition 
throughout his masterly address, suftice it 
therefore to say that ho demonstrated _in 
the most conclusive manner that the action 
of M, Letellior was directly subversive of 
* modern constitutional doctrine, and 
that if it were allowed to pass unchallong- 
ed it would form a highly dangerous pre- 
codent. ‘The right hon. gentleman assum - 
ed the position that the Licut,-Governors 
hold precisely tho samo position towards 
the Provincial Logislature that the Goy- 
ernor-General holds towards the Dominion 
Parliament, and that; thorofore,tho former 
are as amenable to censure from ‘the Do- 
. minion Parliament as is the latter from the 
British Government. Under the consti- 
tution he claimed that the Ministry, so 
Jong as they have the confidence of Par- 
liament, must have the right to claim 
the confidence of the sovereign, or tho re- 
presentative of tho: sovereign. This posi- 
tion he sustained by quoting at consider- 
able length numerous eminent authorities, 
all of whom concur in upholding it strong- 
ly. Thence he proceeded” to consider M. 
Letollier’s alloged reasons for the course 

_ which he had seen fit to take, and demol- 
ished them one after theother. We quote 
the report of Sir John’s remarks on one 
important point, He said :— 

“The Lieutenant-Governor allowed his 
Ministry to introduce their bills, he saw day 
after day the discussions in the house, ever: 
day received the votes aud proceedings, and, 
in fact laid in wait for his Ministers, Ho al- 
Jowed them to bring down tho supply bill, and 
‘almost allowed thom to carry the Appropria- 
tion Act. He allowod them to carry through 
their bill respecting railways and that re- 
specting tho doubling op of subsidies, and 
strange to say the samo bill for doubling up 
the subsidies, which was one of the first causes 

iven why they were dismissed, received the 
Royal assent of the Lieut.-Governor on 
the advice of the successors of the late 
Government, That bill in no way increased 
the burthons of the People, the subsidy hav- 
ing been voted years before Mr, Letellier was 
Ligut.-Govornor, there being a provision that 
if a portion of the subsidy was not taken ad- 
vantage of for cortain railways, it could be 
applied for the benefit of other railways. 

t was the law before Mr. Letellier was 
was Licut.-Governor, The act was merely 
carrying the law into force. The Licut.-Gov- 
ernor gave, as one of his first reasons for 
dismissing his Ministers, that they bad passed 
the law without consulting him, Yet it was 
by the advice ot Mr, Joly that it was now tho 
law. Asan hon. member near me says, Mr, 
Joly was president of one of the roads, and 
voted for the measure in regard to which he 
advised the Lieut.-Governor to dismiss Mr. 
DeBoucherville, Actually he who voted and 
supported the measure becoming law, was a 
arty to the dismissal of Mr, DeBoucherville, 
because he had introduced the bill and carried 
it through the Legis'ature. He approves of 
the Act, but procures the dismissal of the man 
who obtained its adoption.” 

If anything were wanting to show the 
gross partizanship of the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of Queboo, it is supplied in the fact 
that after dismissing the DeBoucherville 
Government, he called in to form an ad- 
ministration Mr. Joly, aman who had voted 
for one of the measures which formed the 
pretext for the dismissal of the Conserva- 
tive Government, and gave his assent to 
that measure on the advice cf tho new 
Rouge-Grit Minister. This one transaction 


- is sufficient to carry conviction to the mind 


of every one that Mr. Letellier is not a 
constitutional Governor, but a prejudiced 
partizan, unfit to occupy a position the

The case of 
Governor Gordon involved Imperial policy 
and the Confederation of the Proyince, 
which his Ministry had promised to carry, 
but were afraid to do so ; while that of Mr. 
Letellier was a domestic matter, and an 
attempt to place his friends in power. He 
pointed ont that all the other Provinces 
wero as much interested in the question as 
Quebec, and that Mr. Letellier was making 
a precedent for other Lieutenant-Governors 
to follow. 

A division was then taken, and the mo- 
tion was lost on a vote of 112 to 70.

Tho War Office are about to arm with a 
six-chambered revolver the non-commis- 
sioned ofticers, farriers, and trimpeters of 
all cavalry regiments, in. accordance with 
a recommendation of the Committee on 
Equipments. 

Naval men are of opinion that the loss of 
the Eurydice was due to the peculiarity of 
her construction and the exhaustion of the 
water in her tanks, It is thought that the 
water, which formed apart of the ballast, 
was so reduced during the voyage that the 
stability of the ship must have been serious- 
ly affected. 

At the works of Messrs. Burton, brick 
and tile manufacturers, Ironbridge, Salop, 
this week, some workmen were employed 
in sinking a well, when upon reaching the 
depth of 22 feet from the surface, they 
found a living toad firmly embedded in the 
solid clay.

WILLIAM MARCY TWHED. 
Last Hours of the Dead Boss. 


(From the New York Herald of Saturday.) 
THE LAST NIGHT, 


At cleven o'clock on Thursday night Dr, 
Carnochan, who had been with his patient for 
more than an hour superintending the appli- 
cation of flaxseed poulticos over almost the 
whole of his body, retired, leaving Mr. Tweod 
much more comfortable and Ns to eet 
When the doctor had gone, Mr. Tweed ad- 
dressed Lewis Grant, the young colored man 
who has been his attendant and nurse ever 
since bis first imprisonment, remarking, 
** Now, Luke, you and I can have a good 
sleep to-night. We need it much.” After 
the custom which he had followed since ho 
became seriously il he atwwored a string to 
the wrist of his attendant, that he might 
wake him up by jerking at any moment, and 
then made him he down in the room. ‘I 
think I will sit up to-morrow, Luke,” he add- 
ed: *' I feel 20 well.” Tho attendant wait- 
od until Mr. ‘Tweed seemed to be asleep, and 
quietly left the room, taking up his station in 
the office of the jail, that ie might remain 
awake to administer a draught to the patient 
at three o'clock, as the doctor had ordered, 
in case Mr, Tweed should nct then be asleep, 
After an hour the attendant entered tho sick 
room softly and whispered, ** Boss, are you 
asleep ' The patient was lying on his left 
side, a position in which he felt less pain than 
in any other, and his eyes wore closed, but 
on hearing Lewis he turned at once and said, 
‘* No, I am not asleep. Hero, give me your 
hand. My heart pains me,” As he spoke 
Mr, Tweed placed the hand of his faithful 
nurse over his heart. Lewis lifted the old 
man up 80 that the aching head rested upon 
his own breast aad with the right hand chaf- 
ed the region of the sufferer's heart, Mr, 
Tweed breathed more easily, 


HOURS OF AGONY, 


The light burned low ; the silence of the 
tomb reigned throughout the jail, save for the 
constant groans that proclaimed the agony of 
the aged sufferer mat the ticking of the big 
clock in the hall, Minute after minute pasa- 
ed, until more thaa an hoyr had gone, and 
still the patient lay in the arms of his attend- 
ant, After two o'clock Mr. Tweed felt a 
trifle better, and was induced toliedown. He 
was suffering much from fever acoompanying 
the pneumonia, and the attendant bathed his 
forehead with diluted vinegar, which gave 
him a little ease. .Then he cried feebly for a 
drink, and was proffered some sherry sangarce, 
but refused it, saying, ‘“Ihat is too sour ; 
give me some beef tes.” When that was 
supplied he could not drink it, and asked for 
water. 


“‘No, Boss,” said the black nurse, ‘‘ can’t 
give you any water, It’s against the doctor's 
orders,” 

**Oh,” moaned the sick man, ‘‘can I not 
have anything? Do you mean ta keep me 
here to porish all alone with you ?” 

‘* No, Boss ; vou can have anything you 
want except water, and if you insist upon it 
you can have that, too,” 

As was his habit when yielded to, the 
atient immediately softened and said, ** No, 
won't ask for any water. Give me some 
tea” 
At half-past two o'clock Mr. Tweed drank 
some tea,and looking kindly at his attendant, 
who had been by his side night and day with- 
out intermission or sleep since Saturday even- 
ing last, he said :—*' Lie down, Lewis, and 
let us see if we can go to sleep,’ The string 
was fastened to the wrist of his faithful nurse 
and he turned over and closed his eyes, It 
was but a fow moments, however, ere he 
cried out in great pai “*Oh, what shall I 
do! what shall Ido! Give me something ; 
give mo anything, so that I can get some 
sleep orl shall die, I can’t stand this pain.” 


Dr. Carnochan had left directions that if 
the patient did not fall asleep before three 
o'clock he was to be given a certain draught, 
and Lewis informed the suffer that he would 
give him this at the hopr fixed, 
‘Give me some barley water—anything,” 
moaned Mr, Tweed. The attendant heated 
some coffee and Mr. Tweed drank rome of it, 
it was then nearly three o'clock and the sleep- 
ing draught was administered, Mr. Tweed 
still remained awake and cried out incessantly 
for ten minutes, ‘* Oh, my heart | my heart!”

indly, and patting one of the black hands 
resting upon his bed said, ‘Luke, don’t do 
that; don'p do that ; you will make me foel 
bad.” Dr, Carnochan despatched the faith- 
ful fellow for a fly blis Mr. Tweed's 
tongue was alrendy beginning to cleave to the 
roof of his mouth, and he sank gradually into 
a sort of stupor. His daughter, Sirs. Douglass, 
arrived with her husband. The latter re- 
mained in the sick room while his wife went 
out to purchase some ice cream, for which the 
sick man had been craving.

It was more than an hour after the eyes of 
the ‘Bosx” had been closed in death that his 
brother, Richard M, T'wood, reached the jail. 
He was much affected by the terrible change 
in the deceased. The face and body had con- 
tracted very much after death, and the eyes 
were sunken. 

Richard M, Tweed had not seen the priso- 
ner for about eight months. At one of the 
little card parties that used to gather in Mr, 
Tweed’s room, after his return from Euvope,a 
misunderstanding occurred between the 
brothers, not in any way connected with the 
game, and Richard (after a display of tem- 
per on both sides), left the room, never to 
see his Lrother again in life, 


Dominion Parliament. 
FIFTH SESSION—THIRO PARLIAMENT, 


Monpay, April 15. 
THE SENATE, 
THE QUEDEC OUTRAGE. 

Mr. Campbell moved—“' That the messages 
of his Excellency the Governor General, of 
the 26th March and Sth April, be now read, 
and that it be resolved that the course adopted 
by the Lieutenant-Governor of the Province 
of Quebec towards his late Ministry was at 
variance with the constitutional principles 
upon which Responsible Government should 
be conducted.” He said he approached this 
subject with reluctance, because the natural 
leaning of his mind would be to support au- 
thority, but the circumstances of this caso 
were peculiar, Headmitted the inconvenience 
of discussing the question so near the elec- 
tions, but thought better to incur that incon- 
venience rather than have tho silence of the 
House construed into approval of Mr. Letel- 
lier's action. When the British North Amer- 
ica Act was being framed, it was understood 
that Lieutenant-Governors should not be men 
who had taken an active part in politics in the 
Province they were appointed to govern. 
‘That understanding not been adhered to 
by the Ja‘e Government any more than this, 
but the first serious consequence of it was in 
Mr. Letellier’s case, He argued that Parlia- 
ment had the same right to discuss this mat- 
ter that the British Parliament had to discuss 
the conduct of Colonial Governors. He then 
quoted authorities to show the duties of Gov- 
erpors, and contended that instead of follow- 
ing the course laid down by British states- 
men, Mr. Letellier had from the first tried to 
force his views on the Local Gove.nment, and 
finally dismissed them because they declined 
to be controlled by him. 

Mr. Bellerose, in eeconding the resolution, 
cited several authorities to prove that Mr. Le- 
tellier’s course in dismissing the Mivistry 
while they had a large majority in the House, 
was a tyrannical and unconstitutional pso- 
ceeding. 

Mr. Scott followed, taking the ground that 
although this was a subject which might very 
aie be discussed by the Senate at any 
other time, it was inexpedient to doso now 
while an election was pending, and the ques- 
tion was being settled in a constitutional way 
by the voice of the people at the polls. He 
believed, no matter how it might be disguis- 
ed, the object of the motion was to. make po- 
litical capital, and in the future when the 
subject would be looked upon calmly in the 
light of history, the paresis of the Commons 
and the people of Qubec endorsing Mr. Letel- 
lier’s, and the Senate condeinning it would be 
most striking, and anything but flattering to 
the wiedom of this Chamber. 

At 6p. m. the House took recess, Mr, Mil- 
ler having the floor. 

Mr. Miller resumed the debate, }ut declin- 
ed. to cite authotities, or discuss the consti- 
tutioval points, in the manner he would havo 
done, but for the exhaustive discussion that 
had already taken placo in the Commons and 
through tho press. He expressed warm pers 
sonal friendship for Mr. Letellier, and re- 
gretted that his duty to his country called 
upon him to denounce in unmeasured terms 
the high-handed, tyrannical dismissal of the 
Quebec Ministry. He warned the House, 
especially the Quebec members, that to con- 
done this offence, and to establish it asa 

recedent to be followed, might bea death- 
he to their peculiar Jaws, language and in- 
stitutions that had been guaranteed to them 
under Confederation should any Federal Goy- 
ernment come into power dircctly hostile to. 
the Fronch element of that Province.

A Narrow Escape for’Russia 


According to the St. Petersburg corres- 
poudent of the Cologne Gazette, Russia nar- 
rowly escaped a tremendous disaster ast 
autuon, “There was, induced,” the writer 
says, ‘a moment whon the destiny of the 
empire was in the hands of Osman Pusha 
and Mehemet Ali. While the troops of the 
Grand Duke Nicholas were being shot 
down by battalions before Plevna, tho: 
the Czarewitch were in extreme danger on 
the Lom. ne aid-de-camp after another 
was sent to the Communder-in-chief for 
help, but none came. 

At last it became clear that further re- 
sistance was impossible; ifthe Turks con- 
tinned their attack upon the Russian posi- 
tions the line of the Lom would not only 
have to be given up, but it was more than 
prokable that the Czarewitch himself, with 
the grater part of his army, would have to 
surrender. But at the last moment the 
enemy showed « white flag, andasked to be 
permitted to takeup his wounded. The 
delay thus occasioned enabled the Rus- 
sians to obtain the necessary reinforce- 
ments, and the Czarewitch and his army— 
perhaps Russia herself— were saved ; for 
such a disaster at that moment might have 
led to the overthrow of the throne and 
the dynasty, Mohemet Ali’s white flag 
saved Alexander II., fur it paralyzed the 
revolutionary element in Russia,”—Pall 
Mall Gazette. 


A New Use for Rifles. 


A new use for the rifle in warfare has 
been suggested by the experience gather- 
ed in the late campaign in Turkey— 
namely its application to vertical firing. 
It was found (according to a letter to the 
Times from Bucharest) that numbers o 
Ruasian soldiers were struck by the Turk- 
ish balls, when under the old conditions of 
fighting they might be considered safe, 
being not only far beyond the usual range, 
but actually concealed by elevations of the 
ground, and even hills lying between them 
and their opponents. A remarkable in- 
stance of this occurred at the Schipka Pass, 
when General Dragomiroff was wounded in 
the knee by a bullet, notwithstanding that 
the mountain intervened—-the Turkish bull- 
et rose high in the air, passed over the 
summit, and came down on the other side 
as it fell. Some of the Russian rank and 
file were hit in like manner at the same 

lace. The writer suggests the question 
whether it might not be possible to devire 
a regular aystem of verticle or drooping 
fre to reach the enemy when quite out of 
sight, hidden behind a wood or ridge. 
The distance being determined by the or- 
dinary range finder, all that is necessary is 
4 simple instrument to indicate the correct 
elevation which should be given to the 
barrel of the rifle, and about this there 
does not seem to be any difficulty. It is 
easy to conceive how demoralizing to a 
body of troops waiting in reserve—without 
the excitement of action—would be a show- 
er of bulletsfrom unseen enemies dropp- 
ing over the very ridge thoy refied on for pro- 
tection. The Gatling gun appears capable 
of utilization in this way. There is no 
reason, it seems, to fear that bullets will 
lose their penetrative power at such 
ranges. At twolthousand yards the bullets 
from the Peabody rifle used by the Turks 
came with such force as to bury themselves 
sixteen inches in a hard clay soil. 


Amusements of the “Dogs of War.” 


The officers of Admiral Hornby’s fleet 
near Constantinople are about the jolliest 
set of sea dogs afloat. At Besika bay they 
have had fox hunting, with all the reyula- 
tion features of horses, hounds, stables, and 
kennels. The country on the Asiatic side 
of tho Dardanelles is very favorable to 
sport of this kind. During the long even- 
ing private theatricals have been given on 
board the Alecandra and other ironclads 
at which amateur players did their best. 
Even at Tuzla, where they have to keep a 
sharp look out for Ruasian torpedoes, the 
officers manage to enjoy stolen trips to 
Pera, in the despatch boat. What effect 
all this has on the discipline of the fleet the 
correspondents neglect to state. 

Nor have the Russians, on their side 
been without the enjoyments that are ne 
ed after a long campaign. At San Stefano 
and Tchataldja they have ensconced them- 
sglves in the houses of the wealthiest rosi- 
dents, and are daily supplied from the 
Constantinople markets. According to one 
authority tho railway groans undor hampors

CY’s REPLY, 


Orrawa, April 16, 

The ceremony of presenting His Excel- | 
lency with the address of both Houses of 
Yavlikment expressive of the regret felt at | 
his forthcoming departure from Canada 
took place té-day. | His Excellency had 
pointed two o'clock o8 the hour at which 
he would attend in the Senate Chamber to 
receive those/Privy Councillors being mem- 
bers vf the Senate or House of Commons 
on whom devolved the duty of presenting 
the address. His Excellency was accoin- 
panied by the Countess of Dufferin. Lady 
Helen Blackwood, and Mrs, Stephenson, 
and attended by Lieutenant Colonel 
Lyttleton and Captain Hamilton, A. D. 
©, ‘The presentation of addresses from 
Parliament to the Governor General is 
usually entrusted to those Privy Council- 
lors who are for the time being also of the 
Cabinet. but on the present occusion the 
whole of the Privy Courdillora now in 
Parlianient participated. Tho Privy Coun- 
cillors present were—Hon. Messrs. Mac- 
kenzie, Blake, Cartwright, Tupper, Gibbs, 
Lougevin, Jones, Sir John A, Macdonald, 
Messrs. Mills, Laurier, Robitaillo, Scott, 
Pelletier, Campbell, Geoffrion, Smith, 
Aikins, Chapais, Laflamme,Coffin, Burpee, 
and Euntington. Among the company of 
spectators who filled the Chamber were the 
Speakers of both Houses, the Judges of 
the Supreme Court, a crowd of Senators 
and members of the House of Commons, 
and a number of ladies, the wives of Min- 
isters and others 


Their Excellencicsnud suite having taken 
their places, the Privy Councillors formed 
asemt-circle in front of the dais, and the 
address was read by the Premier. 


Pho text of the rddress as adopted by 
Parliament was as follows : 


That we, Her Majesty’s dutiful and loyal 
subjects, the Senate and Commons of Canada, 
in Parliament assembled, beg Jeave to ap- 
proach Your Excellency with the expression 
of the deep feeling of regret which we expe- 
rience at your approaching departure from 
Canada. 

We feel it to be a duty to assdre Your Ex. 
cellency that the zealous devotion of your 
great abilit on all occasions, to the public 
Interests, is held in high appreciation, and 
that especially the visit to each of the pro- 
vinces and territorics of the Dominion, by 
which Your Excellency has familiarized your- 
self with the character of the people and the 
resources of the country, ard the eloquent 
speeches in which Your Excellency has en- 
larged on those topics, have been attended 
with the most beueficial results in attracting 
attention toCanada. We are highly sensible 
of the great degree in which literature and 
art and the industrial pnreuits have received 
encouragement from your Excsllency’s cf- 
forts and liberality. 

We venture,to conyey the assurance thrt 
Your Excellency and Your Excellency’s dis- 
tinguished consort will bear with you, on 
leaving us, our warmest wishes for your 
future welfare and happiness ; that we rejoice 
in the conviction that, though Canada may 
no longer posses the advantage of Your Ex- 
cellency’s exporicuce and knowledge of pub- 
lic affairs in so oxclasive a degree as she has 
enjoyed them in the past, this country will 
continue to haye in Your Excellency a frend 
and advocate, and that it is our heartfelt 
wish that for many years the eapate at large 
may have the benetit of Your Excellency’s 
ripe wisdom, experience and eminent abili- 
ties, 

His Excellency then delivered the follow- 
ing reply :—

THE QUEBEC OUTRAGE CONDEMNED BY THE 
The Senate again debated on Tuesday 
Mr. Campbell's resolution on the Quebec 
matter.

their lands. There is, hence, but a narrow 
taxable margin left, and the Finance Min- 
ister is compelled to yo de into debt, 
whether he likes it or not.

TheRussians 
commenced theic advance in successive 
lines, inclining their right wing in order to. 
lap over the Turkish left. Observing this, 
Baker extended his left with orders to 
occupy the crests of the billowy hills in 
that direction and to dispute them inch by 
inch... Both wings were soon hotly engag- 
ed. Onthe Turkish right’ the Russians 
made no impression, but the left was slow= 
ly falling back from crest to crest of the 
steep hills. Qunickly discerning that it 
wonld be impossible to hold his new ox 
tended line against such forces, Baker de- 
termined to take up a stronger position im- 
modiately to his rear, on a line of sceep 
hills cut in the centre by the road, on the 
side of which there was a large khan or 
inn. The inclination of the Russian right 
wing had loft a large gapin their line. 
Their troops in that direction had become 
entangled among the intricate hills and 
were somewhat disorganized. Baker seiz- 
ed the opportunity, and boldly pushed for- 
ward his cavalry into the very midst of the 
gap, and under cover of this diverson he 
moved his centre to the hill near the road 
and khan in the rear, The movement was 
completely successful, and the right and 
left then fell back to their appointed posi- 
tions, which were chosen with consummate 
skill. All the seven guns were concetrat- 
ed at the khan—two battalions on the right, 
one in the centre with one reserve, and four 
on the left flank, The Russians soun assail- 
ed these positions with desperate fury. 
The khan and goad in the centro wss a 
special point of attack, and the fight was 
here terrific, Mass after mass of the Rus- 
sians were launched against the, position— 
sometimes almost gaining the very crest— 
but always to fall back again exhausted and 
with thinned and demoralized ranks from 
thé Turkish fire. Three o'clock ‘arrived, 
but still the Russians had made no head. 
Baker's force was now so reduced that it 
seemed to him almost beyond possibility 
that his brave men could hold out much 
longer ; he therefore despatched. an aide- 
de'camp to state’ the position to Chakir, 
and to make an urgent appval for reinforce- 
ments, 


An incident now occurred which reflects 
the very highest credit on General Baker. 
Shortly after tho aide-de-camp had depart- 
ed he heard that the onemy were still out- 
flanking his left, and he therefore despatch- | 
ed two companies to guard the road to the 
leftrear, ina strong position whero they 
could meet the advance, He soon heard | 

aged, and at this critical moment, 
as still hotely engaged in his 
front (especially at the khan which was 
becoming a second Hongomont) an order- 
alloped up with a letter from his aide- 
mp tu this effect; ‘For God’s sake, 
gencral, retreat at once, or you will be 
lost. Chakir has deserted you, and is in 
full retreat to Bazardjik ; do’ not lose a 
moment.” Had this report been correct, 
it would have let the Russian force oppos- | 
ing Chakir fall upon Baker's rear, and 
would have completely hemmed him in. | 
It was a trying montent, but true goneral- 
ship prevailed, and Baker judged that the 
roport might bo “incorrect, “and that” ho 
could therefore hold his grounds Shortly 
afterwards a second orderly arrived, urg- 
ing him to retreat without a moment's de- 
Jay ; but he did not move. Tt afterwards 
turned out that the aide-de-camp hadcame 
upon the baggage and guns of Chakir, es- 
corted by a brigade of infantry which’ had 
commenced tho retreat before the uppoint- 
ed time, and he had mistaken them for the 
whole army, in fact, the latter still bold its 
position loyally on the Balkan range, and 
didnot commence to retreat until the 
evening. 

It was now four o'clock. Baker had 
brought up his reserve, but all his forces 
had been terribly, thinned by the constant-

SOnoOL TRACHER FALLS IN Love wirn 
AND SHOOTS LUIS PUPIL,

(From the Camplellford Herald. ) 


It is a long time since anything has oo- 
curred:in thin neighborhood; equal in cow- 
ardico and bratality to the affair which 
hopponed at Moyersburg, last Thursday. 
A week has passed since tho event, and 
doubtless the particulars are now known to 
aliidat every individual in this section; 

A few months figo, & ‘school teacher 
naniod John Shannon, representing himeelf, 
we believe, asea single man, was on, ed 
by the trustees to take charge of a. school 
in Seymour township, nearly north of 
Moyorsburg, and about four and a half 
milos from this village. 


The commencement of his task was ngt- 
isfactorily performed ; but apart from the 
regolar dutios of his ‘profession, he grew 
‘onately fund of one of his pupils, a 
young girl nemed Bertha Wynn, Bertha 
| 1 about fifteen years of age, and we sup- 
pose the feeling kin@led in the bosom of 
Shannon, was reciprocated in some degree 
by his loved pupil. At school he. exhibit- 
ed such clear évidences of ‘partiality to 
Bertha, that the other écholars were not 
slow to observe it ; and ‘it was not long 
before the intimacy. bétween ‘them became 
a subject of common remark,by the older 
and.more knowing ones, 

About threo weeks ago, a woman Claim- 
ing herself to be his wife, put in an appear- 
ancé ; and it is said agreed to leave Him in 
consideration of his giving her $100, (A 
similar ayreement was effected once previ- 
ously, it isalso said; but the truth of any 
of this we leaye our readers to. conjecture.) 


After ‘the woman's arrival, Mrs, Wynn 
thought it pes under existing circum~- 
stances, to keep her daughter at home, but 
this was got pleasing to Shannon, who fre- 
quently enquired of the scholars if they 
knew the cause Of her absence from school. 
About this tinie, a tea-meeting was held in 
the neighborhood, and at this'the ‘f green- 
eyed monster’ was aroused. ‘Bertha was 
present at. the gathering, haying in her 
company # young man, an acquaintance. 
Shannon was there, also, a painful observer 
,of the case. He was noticed to act in an 
wnnsual way, and to be restless and troub- 
led ii mind ; and as it afterwards appeared, 
he that’ night determined ‘to take the life 
of the girl who.was then under the proteo- 
tion of his rival, 
| Last Wednesday, he came to this village, 
and entered GillespioBros. hardware store, 
and asked to see some revolvers, saying he 
wanted to shoot squirrels’; but not being 
able to satisfy-himselfthere,.ho,purchased 
one at Hambly & Amey’s, We are also 
informed that he called’at the residence of 
Mr, R. Bonnycastlo, and desired the loan 
of a gun, telling bim he wanted it for the 
samo purpose, 


Being.thus prepared, he went home, and 
onthe following day, Thursday, about noon, 
he proceeded to the house of Mr. Wynn, 
cafrying with hin a book which Bertha had 
left at school. Arriving at the door, he was 
confronted by Mrs, Wynn, who was alone 


in the house with her daughter, _ Shannon 
asked if Bertha was at home. Mrs. Wynn 
replied, “yes ; sho’s upstairs.” Learning 


this, he proceeded to where she was, and 
began to.Jay.certain charges against the girl 
respecting the young fellow who was with 
hef at tho meeting. She told him they were 
falte ; and immediately he drew his revolver 
and’ shot her, the ball lodging in her 
shoulder. The girl then ran-behind a curtain 
which served as a partition in the room, but 
here she was not secure, Her murderer 
fired through thisythe ball this time passing 
through the hand “which she had raised, 
palm outwards, to her face, af striking 
the check bone jnst below the left eye, 
lodged in the side of the face, 


After accomplishing his purpose,he went 
‘down stairs and threatened the life of Mrs. 
Wynn, if she gave any alarm. He then 
welked coolly up tho street, revolver in 
hand, and sought refuge in-a room in 
O'Sullivan’s hotel, where he defied the en- 
trance of any one. The news of tho oc- 
currence.spread rapidly through the neigh- 
borhood, and in ashort time, an excited 
crowd gathered about théhotel, to get a 
glimpse of the attempted murderer and his 
victim, Seyoral persons ventured to the 
top of the winding stairway leading to the 
room where the culprit had concealed him- 
sclf, but under penalty of death ho bad 
them advance no farther, & command we 
need not way that was notdisobeyed. Upon 
being questioned as to his reasons for do- 
ing so rash an act, he’ replied, ** For rea= 
sons known to mysclf and which no other 
man can know.” He inquired’ if the girl 
was dead, and said if she was, ‘ They 
would not bring hinr down alive.” He re- 
mained in thisroom until our village con- 
stable, Mr, Peter Shapter, arrived, when 
ho readily submitted himself to be taken 
prisoner, not, however, ‘until: after the 
constable had satisfied him that) he bad 
power so to do, Drawing his revolyor, he 
discharged the third chaniber, amd throw- 
ing it down, placed himself in position to 
receive the handoufls. 

Messrs. J. M. LoVesconte and R. Cock, 
magistrates, of \thisyillago, sere "present, 
and had the prisoner takenté Mrs. Wynn's 

residence, where they proceeded with his 
ltrial. After hearing the evidence of all 
concerned, the Justices committed the pri- 
sonor for trial, abd he was savaged to 
Campbellford, and kept In custody for tho 
ght. 
motime during his solitude, he mado.a 
confoasion, thé following being a trué copy : 

“Tam tired of life and the iniquity of men, 
for there ianothing but deception in the bu- 
| man race ; and I would rathor.fear the morcy 
of God than put up with the slanderous ton-

A couple of bills were received from the 
Senate, amended, and the amendments were 
concurred in, 
On motion of Mr, Mills, the House pro- 
ceeded to consider the amendments made by 
the Senate to the bill respecting conflicting 
claims to lands in Manitoba. 

Mr, Mills moved that the amendments be 
not concurred in, as they were at variance 
with the general scope of the Act, 

Mr. Ryan approved of the amendments, the 
principal one of which was to refer claims 
which were not recognized by the Depart- 
ment to an independent tribunal. 

Mr. Schultz spoke to the same effect. 

Sir John Macdonald pointed ont that the 
amendments could bo accepted without in any 
material sense limiting the powers of the 
Minister. 

Mr. Blake said he feared if the amendments

(From the Farmer's Ade ) 


Tho vory sonaitive nature of dairy pro- 
| ducts rondora them peculiarly susceptible 
| to tho inflaence of foreign matter, 
Milk and its products —butter and cheese 
] —aro such complex and highly organized 
bodies that the feeblest chemical agencies 
aro sufticient to change the relations of its 
constituent particles and altar thoir con- 
dition and qualities, and hence their flavor 
and preservation, and hence, also, their 
market value, Tho fats in milk aro, in 
particular, so sensitive in regard to foreign 
impressions as to fool tho most delicate in- 
fluences. Every change in humidity, tem- 
perature and purity of the air, a whiff from 
4 pipe or cigar, or the burning of a kero~ 
seno lampin the milk room, tho earthy 
smell of a collar, the exhalations from aro- 
matic or decaying vogetablos, the slightest 
contamination of filth of any kind, the 
entle jar of distant thunder or tho in- 
Huced electricity of a storm-laden cloud— 
each makes its impression upon the milk, 
which shows in the butter made from it. 

Cheese is scarcely leas susceptible than 
butter, Evory variation in the food, drink 
or air used by the milk-giving cow, every 
varying condition, physical or mental, such 
as health or disease, exercise or repose, 
griof, fear and solicitude, or undisturbed 
quiet, is felt by the cheese made from the 
milk. So with every little change in tém- 
perature and manipulation in manufacti 
ing. It is almost impossible for two ch: 
makers to make exactly the same product, 
though they have milk alike to start with, 
so much do tho little differences in working 
affect the resulting cheese. 

It is not strange, then, in view of the ox- 
treme sensitiveness of dairy products, that 
the salt with which they are seasoned and 
preserved should be expected to modify 
them by its variations in condition and pu- 
rity. ‘I'he degree of fineness should be suit- 
od to the purpose for which it is to be used, 
Yor butter, a fine grain is essential. It is 
impartant that butter which is in any de- 
gree defectiyely made (there is very little 
which is not) should have salt strike through 
it at once, Delay in this respect means 
change, and change means injury to the 
butter. Salt strikes through butter slowly, 
being only taken up by its affinity for the 
water in the composition of the butter); its 
more even distribution and rapid solution 
and absorption are promoted by its being 
finely pulverized. 


For cheese great fineness is not essential. 
Cheese curd takes up salt vory readily, 
owing to the large amount of water in ita 
composition. Green cheese as it comes 
from the press is generally fully one-third 
water, and often more. Salt, therefore, so 
easily penetrates a green cheese that, if it 
is not very thick, it will soon be throughly 
seasoned by rubbing salt on the outside 


ing salt rather coarse for salting eurd. 
More or less whey is always mingled with 
the curd at the tine of applying salt, and 
if the saltis very fine more of it will be 
dissolved and carrred off with tho whey, 
which escapes when it is put to press. 

The most important question in “regard 
to salt for the dairy isits purity. All the 
salt of commerce contains more or less 
foreign matter, and according to the quan- 
tity and quality of that foreign matter are 
butter and cheese affected by its use, 

The largest impurity in Canadian salt 
(and in most others) is sulphate of lime 
(land plaster), of which it contains about 
one and a half pounds in a hundred. In 
butter this does little injury. lt is a 
noutral salt and so sparingly soluble as to 
require about four hundred times ita own 
weight of water to effect its solution. Tho 
small amount in butter—about ten per 
cent. —is chiefly taken up by the salt, and 
there is nothing left for the solution of the 
plaster, and it remains in the form of a fine 
solid powder, incapable of imparting flavor 
or other effect. In cheeso it is different.

By the Con- 
sorvative party tho action of the Lieutenant- 
Governor ia strongly and with great success

** Ministers enjoying the confidence of Parlia- 
ment have never claimed in vain the confidence 
ef the Crown. Their measures have not been 
thwarted by secret influence and irresponsible 
advice. Their policy haa been directed by Parlia- 
ment and public opinion, and not by the will of the 
‘Sovereign or the intrigaes of the Court. Vast as 
is the power of the Crown, it has been exorcised 
Sxonat the present reign by the advice of rea- 
ponsible Ministers, in a constitutional manner, 
‘and for legitimate effects,” 

This goes to the root of the subject, and 
seems specially fitted to meet the Quebec 
case, Again, Langmead, in his Constitu- 
tional History of England, shows the na- 
ture of modern practice, and why it is that 
tho prerogative which M. Letellier has 
sought to revive has become obsolete. Con- 
trasting the present with the past, he 
says

The in- 
stances might be multiphed if it were neces- 
sary ; but perhaps enough has been said to 
show that the moro fact of a majority being 
at a particular time in favor of a thing is not 
in itself evidence that that thing is desirable, 
Apply this to the case of the Irish Sunday 
Closing Bill, and it will be found to remove 
all just cause of complaint of perverse ob- 
struction on the part of those who opposed 
the bill.

How to make Gilt-edged Butter 


(To the Editor of the Witness.) 


Antigonish, N. S., I purpose giving 
dirootions, by following whigh lo, tay be | 
always auro of having first-class buttor, Ho 
should feed his cows on good sweot grass, 
and aboyo all things should supply thet | 
with pure, running, spring water, if; at all 
possible. Whon milking, chro mit be 
takon to keep the milk perfectly cloud In 
setting the milk the temperature shou d be 
reduced to 40° Farenheit, at’ which tem- 
perature the cream immodiately ins to 
soparato, and the best results are obt ainod | 
by the most oxact testa at present known. 
li butter for winter uso is dosited the} 
croam should be oxposed for about twelve | 
hours in puro atmosphere until it slightly 
sours ; but if the *'gilt-edged,” swoot but- 
ter, so much in demand, 1s desired, sweet 
cream from sweet milk must be churned. 
The cream should be churned at a teni- 
perature of 60° Farenheit. The churning 
should take from 25 to 30 minutes. When) 
the butter comes, either take it out and 
wash it, or wash it in the churn, after the 
buttermilk has beon drawn olf, with cold 
spring water, till tho water runs pure, It 
is then ready for salting. Uso_tine Liver: 
pool salt in the proportion of a half or 
three-quarters of an ounce to»the pound. 
In working do not rab or scrape the 
butter in the old style with the ladle, as 
by this means tho oil globules are 
broken, and the oil runs out, caus- 
ing the butter to be called ‘‘solvy” and 
making it easily turn rancid, Itis the oil in 
the globules, which preserves the buttor,as 
tho latter will, as lard, will kéep) without 
any salt, the salt-being used to bring oot 
the flavor and the color, The butter 
should be kneaded, or rolled or pressed, so 
as not to break tho gra‘n, nor lose the oil. 
This one working is sufficient, as a rule 
butter is worked to death, When finish- 
ed, pack in white ash-tubs, and it is ready 
for market at any time. Butter is being 
retailed in Montreal to the wealthiest fam: 
ilies, to-day at 45 cts to 50 cta per pound. 
The best means of keeping the croam at a 
uniform temperature is to submerge it un- 
der water at a temperature of’ betwodh 
49 ond 50°. A common tin tank, 10 inch- 
es high and 8 in diameter, containing thd 
milk of three cows—LOIbe, —is used by many 
with great success to give the best results. 
Four of these, enough for twelve cows, are 
placed in a box glled with water, so, high 
that it covers the tank about four inches. 
To keep it at the proper temperature, ico 
may havo to be used. In four hours after 
being submerged all the cream will have 
risen and may be taken out when needed. 
The milk may be drawn off from the cream 
being placed into n yessel for the purpose, 
which is kept ‘submerged until there is 
enough fora churning, and the vcars set 
back again and refilled. Both milk and 
créain will be found to-be-weet and-pute, 
as the cubmorging of the tanks ‘sealathein 
up, so that no effluvia or barnyard, per- 
fume can reach them. This process is call- 
ed the “Cooler System,” and the tanks 
as sold at $3.00 cach. -This system is now 
being adopted by the dairymen of | Dundas 
County, Ontario.

How to Make Hot-Beds, 


A correspondent of the Cincinnati, Times 
says upon the subject ; ‘*As it will soon be 
time to make hot-beds for early cabbage and 
tomatoes, I will give some ofmy experience 
in the last ten years. Any one not ex- 
perienced might think it a yery easy thing 
to make a hot-bed, but he will find after he 
has been in the business for years, he will 
sometimes fail. It requires a great deal 
more care and attention for early beds than 
for those later in the season, The first 
thing is to select a warm sheltered spot, on 
the south side of some building; and it 
should be protected from the ‘cold west 
winds. After lovelling the ground, haul 
your fresh horse manure (there should be 
considerablo straw mixed. with it), and put 
in a pile, off to one side, where you want 
the bed. In hauling be careful to haye it 
well shaken apart,so there will be no lumps 
init, After this haslain from one to three 
days, according to the state of the manure 
when hauled and the weather, commence 
and shake the manure evenly oyer the place 
prepared for the bed, till thé mapure is 
not less than twenty or twenty-four! inches 
thick, It should @xtend) cightéen| inches 
beyond the frame on eVory side. “Before 
putting on the frame, take a wide board, 
and begin on one side and go over the bed, 

laying the board on And pressing down by 
walking on ite This Will keep the surface 
level. Ifthe weather be cool, the manure 
should be covered as quickly as possible 
with earth, Common gerden so’! will be. 
the best for the first two or three inches on 
the mantre, as it will hold tho water better 
then soil from the woods, but the top 
should always be light so‘! from the woods, 
and retted logs. It will not pack or bake 
after watering. The dirt should be not loss 
than seven or eight inches deep ; this, will 
give the plants a good bed to make roots 
before reaching the manure. As isdon as 
the dirt is on and levelled, put your sash on 
and cover up tight with boards and straw ; 
then bank up your bed to the top of the 
frame with manure,and let it remain covered 
up for thirty-six or forty-eight hours. ‘This 
will give the bed time to cool off from) the 
first heat, and also any weed seed to germin- 
ate that may bein thed*{. Before sowing 
your seed, rake the bod, and pvlyerjze pit 
the clods ; thon mark out ju rows, north 
and south not less than six inches ape ; 

scatter in about five’ or six’ to the inch ; | 
water and covor up again, and leave till the 
plants begin to come np, which will be in 
from two days to # roa owing to the heat 
of your bed.” 


Culture of Potatoes. 

As many are giving their experience on 
raising potatoes, I will give mine.  Al- 
though my ground is plowed in the fall, I | 
plow it egain inthe spring. I then harrow 
it until it is very mellow, With a planker 
I then make it very smooth and level, and | 
with a shovel-plow I make furrows threo 
and one-half feet apart and four or. five | 
inches deep. In the furrows 1 drop, 
| twelve inches apart, potatoes cut in halves 
| (split from end or cut through the soed ond) 
each piece being pressed into the earth by 
stepping on it. I then attach a chain or 
rope to cach ond of a 4 by 4 inch acantling 
| making a ball nix foot from tho scantling | 
| tho centro ; then hitch a span of horses to 

the contre of the rope, and ride over tho | 
| furrows lengthwise. Should any romain 
| uncovored, man with a hoe can complote 
the job in a very short time. My potatoes 
| aro thus covered evenly, and come up even. | 
| As soon as they are fairly up, I go ovor 
} them again with my scantling and cover 
| again, ‘Tho last covering levela the gronnd 
smooth, causes the potatoes to sct carly, 
and delays the ravages of the bugaa week

‘was the produce of American soil, the other 
was grown in Canada, Now it ia a well known 
fact that our friends, tho Grangers, arc bo- 
coming shippers on their own account, which 
simply means that a number of farmers club 
togothor, and export their grain toa foreign 
market at theirown risk. For the sake of 
argument wo take for granted that tho two 
cargoes mentioned were shipped by farmers, 
The wheat was sold at the same price, viz : 
$1.60 per bushel. I give my figures ona gold 
basis, tho quantity being exactly the same. 
The American farmer paid freight and charges 
on his shipments of ten thousand bushels $600 
and pocketed the balance of $15,400, while 
our Canadian friends paid $600 freight and 
charges and $2,000 for duties, #0 that for his 
share he only received $13,400. May I ask 
the Globe, in answer to its query in to-day’s 
issue, “Who pays the duty ?

The Treaty of San Stefano, 


WHY 15 IT ORJECTIONAL TO ENGLAND—rorn | 
BEACONSFIELD'S VIEWS. | 


| In the House of Lords, on moving the 
address in reply to the Quoen's messago, 
calling out the reserves, Lord Beaconafield 
spoke as follows concerning tho Treaty of 
San Stefano : Now, let me make a remark 
or two upon the character of this Troaty of 
| San Stefano, which her Majesty's govern- 
| mont decm it so necessary should be sub- 
mitted to the Congress, and which we be- 
lieve—and I believe we are not tho only 
power that believes—that Russia, by her 
previous engagements as a signatory of tho 
| treation of 1856 and 1871, was bound to 
submit to the discussion of Europe. That 
treaty isin your Jordships’ hands, and it is 
hot necessary that 1 should put before 
your lordships some of its principal fea- 
tures, because unless they are clearly in 
your lordships’ minds at this moment, you 
can hardly decide impartially upon the con- 
sequences to which they have led, and the 
course which her Majesty's government 
have thought it their duty to . pursue, 
That treaty consists of 27 or 29 articles, 
and with the exception of the mere techni- 
cal ones, eve ticle isa deviation from 
| the treaties of 1856 and 1871. (Cheers). I 
«lo not say that every article of the treaty 
is a violation of the treaties of 1856 and 
1871, because that would be a harsh phrase, 
and if the Government of Russia had been 
prepared—as we believe they were pre- 
| pared—to placo the Treaty of San Stefano 
| before the projected Congress, 1. should 
nor haye looked upon the differences be- 
tween the arrangements of 1856 and 1871, 
and this Treaty of San Stefano as a viola- 
tion of these treaties, but rather as suggs- 
tions on the part of the Russian Govern- 
ment to be considered by their alliesin a 
spirit of impartiality, and, where they were 
juss to be adopted by the Congress. But 
et us look generally at what this treaty is 
which was negotiated in secrecy, encircled 


in mystery from its beginning, to 
such a degree that the — Porte 
was commanded by Russia not to 


allow « single stipulation in the treaty to be 
known by the neutral Powers. Tho neu- 
tral Powers of Europe were the allies of 
Russia. If they had not been neutral Rus- 
sia could not have accomplished these great 
purposes, and the Powers would not have 
adopted this policy of neutrality, unless 
they believed Russia was bound by these 
Treaties of 1856 and 1871, (Cheere.) In 
the first place the Treaty of San Stefano 
entirely abrogates the position of what is 
called Turkey in Europe. (Cheers.) It 
crentes, in tho first place, a large state, 
which, under the name of Bulgaria, is in- 
habited by many races who are not Bul- 
garians. (Hear, hear.) It reaches to the 
shores of the Black Sea, and it seizes upon 
the ports of that sea. It extends to the 
coast of the Egean, and it appropriates the 
ports of that coast. It provides for the 
government of this new Bulgaria by a prince 
who is to be selected by Russia, Its admin- 
istration is to be organized and supervised 
by a commissary of Russia, and this: now 
State is to be garrisoned, I will not say for 
an indefinite period, but for two years, 
certainly, under tho treaty, by the Russian 
army. (Cheers.) But it is not merely this 
vast extent of territory thatis taken from 
the Porte, and in which the power of Rus- 
sia is to be substituted for it, but by stipu- 
lations in the treaty of the distant provinces 
of Greece, Epirus, Thessaly, and Bosnia, 
now almost entirely cut off from Russia,are 
invested with privileges, that isto say, with 
new laws, which are to be devised by Rus- 
sia; and which are to be supervised by 
Rusria, so that you may fairly say the whole 
of the dominions in Europe of the Ottoman 
Porte and taken from that Power, and for 
that Power the administration and posses- 
sion of Ruasia are substituted. (Cheers.) 
It is not different with Asia. 


The arrangemonts with regard to Asia 
would convert the Black Sea almost as 
much intoa Russian lake as is the Caspian 
Sea. Harbors that have never been ac- 
quired by conquest, and which are still in 
the possession of the Porte, and are the 
most valuable part of its waters, are seized 
by Russia. All the strongholds of Armenia 
are seized by Russia. There is the same 
process in Armenia and Asia Minor which 
1s provided for in European Turkey. There 
is also being applied in Armenia and the 
rest of the great province the same process 
in regard to the laws as in Europe. The 
laws are to be devised and supervised by 
Russia. (Cheers.) There is a third point 
to which I feel it my duty on this occasion 
to call your lordships’ consideration for a 
little, and that is in regard to the claim of 
Rassia to that district of Bessarabia of 
which she Was deprived after the Crimean 
war. I need not call your recollection to 
the distressing circumstances which are 
now occurring with regard to the provision 
of the Treaty of San Stefano ; but what I 
want toimpress upon your lordships is to 
romember that this is not a trifling or mere 
local interest which is at stake. This clause 
in the Treaty of Paris in regard to the 
cession of the Bessarabian district was an 
article of the tréaty on which Lord Palmer- 
aton placed the utmost stress and import- 
ance. (Cheers.) It involved, he said, the 
ematicipation of the Danube—(loud cheers) 
—and it was Lord Palmorston, and not a 
local interest, that insisted onthe inser- 
tion of that clause in the Treaty of Paris. 
It was inserted in the original preliminar- 
ies, and an attempt was made by Russia to 
evade the fulfilment of the article. But 
Lord Palmerston considered it of such im-

Worry.—That the effects of worry are 
more to be dreaded than those of simple 
hand work, is evident from noting the 
classes of persons who suffer most from the 
effects of mental over-strain. The case- 
bowk of the physician shows that it is tho 
speculator, the betting man, the railway 
manager, the great merchant, the superin- 
tendent of large manufacturing or com- 
mercial works, who most frequently ex- 
hibit the symptoms of celebral exhaustion. 
Mental cares accompanicd with supressed 
emotion, occupations liable to great vicis- 
situdes of fortune, and those which in- 
volve the bearing on the mind of a multi- 
plicity of intricate details, eventually break 
down the lives of the strongest. In esti- 
mating what may be called the staying 
powers of different minds \wndor hard work, 
it is always necessary to take early train- 
ing into account. A young man cast sud- 
denly into a position involying great caro 
and responsibility, will break down in cir- 
cumstances in which, had he been gradual- 
ly habituated to his position, he would 
haye performed its duties without difficul- 
ty.

Mr. Mackenzie said the Indians were en- 
tirely governed by a Committee in Montreal. 
They knew that the Government were pre- 
pared to pay the expenses of the appeal, and 
under the cireumstances the Government could 
not interfere with the operations of the Com: 
mittee in Montreal, by whom the Indians were 
directed. 

Mr. Bowxztt said a stop should be put to 
the political purposes for which this case was 
being directed, and the sooner the Government 
did this the better. 

Mr, Mackenzie said if the matter wore left 
with tho Government entirely, it would soon 
be settled, 

Mr. Bowextt said from the explanaticens of 
the Minister of the Interior, he gathered that 
th Indiana had no rights from the Seminary, 
except such as were of a spiritual nature. 


Mr, LANGEVIN was sorry to say that the 
whole trouble with the Oka Indians has arisen 
out of a conversation betweon Mr. Spragge 
and several of the chiefs, the former having 
expressed to thom the belief that thoy had 
some rights of ownership. Ho explained the 
matters upon which this subject hinged, and 
seid that his opinion to-day was the same as 
when he had made the report. Unfortunate- 
ly the Indians had been ill-advised, if it had 
not been for which, and the attacking of the 
title of the Seminary, a satisfactory and 
liberal arrangement might haye been arrived 
at. He thought upon the reserves which the 
Government had, something might be done 
for these Indians, and in the eyent of the 
Government haying no reserve, and there be- 
ing no provision for the Indians, Parliament 
would feel itself bound to do something for 
thom. They had lands at one time, for 
which they ought to have compensation, and 
he was sure Parliament would uphold the 
Government in. the performance of ita dutios 
towards them. He suggested to the Govern- 
ment to communicate with those persons with 
whom the Indians wore advising, for unless 
something was done the Indians would suffer 
and disappear in a degree much more rapidly 
than was ordinarily tho case, The law was 
plain upon this subject, as he had laid it 
down, and nv one had said his law was bad. 


Mr, Desyanprss, with all respect to the 
opinion of the hon, member for Charlevoix, 
thought the Government had taken the better 
course in sending an agent and commupicat- 
ing directly with the Sndlane He did not 
think it was right to interfere through tho 
gentlemen at Montreal, 

Mr, Laxoxyix said the hon. gentleman 
would see that the Government had admitted 
the gentlemen to be their advisers, and it 
would be better to continue that course. 


Mr, Bowx:t was of the opinion that tho 
gentleman in question was Yory auxious for 
more reasons than one to get the difficulties 
sottled, 'fhey had had to draw on their own 
resources in support of the Indians, particul- 
arly during the past’ winter, and they wore 
very anxious that a sottloment should bo ar- 
rived at. If the Government made proper 
overtures, the questions could, he believed, be 
sottled. It was an important matter, and ho 
hoped the suggestion of the hon, member for 
Charlevoix, that the Governmont should take 
cnergetic steps to scttle the question and have 
the Indians provided for, would be adopted, 


Mr, Mackenzie said theo had not as yet 
been @ disposition to leave the affairs in the 
bands of the Government. The Government | 
had proposed to locate the Indians on Janda 
somewhere elae, and to ask Parliament to 
vote a sum of money to provide houses for 
them, and to recive as much as possible for 
the Seminary. But the question of law was 
one with which the Government could not in- 
torfere. The previous Government éndea- 
vored tosettle it as well as possible. Tho 
matter went to the Court, but the judgment 
was considered a catch judgment, and it had 
| not yet been carried to a Court. of review, 
When the deputation came to Ottawa it was 
nimply to advocate the right of the Indians to 
tho territorial claims. It was ’quite impos- 
sible for thé Government to settle that, It 
was a question of law to be decided by the 
Courts, When it was known that the Govy- 
| orninent would take the course he had first 
| indicated, violent letters appeared in some 
| of the Montreal papers, giving fabulous prices 

as the value of their lands, Upto the time 
| of the difficulties there was no further idea of 
tho territorial ownership than what was im- 
| plied by the improvements of the soil, and it 
was pure nonsense to say the Government 
had any pawer to push a sottloment. Hnad

promising soil into a tair yardon. A slightly 
bloping surface, other conditions being equal, 
is moro favorable than pa vel, ad 
mits of better drainage, and if inclined to- 
wards the south or southeast all the better, 
A deep soil is vory desirable; but caro must 
takon not to deopen it too much at a time, 
Not moro than ono incl of mbsoil which has 
not beon ploughed or apaded up before, should 
be brought to the surface in a season, Whon- 
ever possible all the ground intended for 
garden purposes should be ploughed or spad- 
od before winter. 

Much disappointmont ix caused by sowing 
too carly, before tho soil is warm and dry 
enough, ‘Even if the sceda germinate in such 
casos, little is gained and much risked, a» the 
plants cannot make a vigorous growth before 
their proper season. And seeds sown later 
Will often give bettor results than earlier sow- 
ings. 

Another frequent cause of failure is the too 

doop covering ‘of the seeds, Asa rule, the 
smaller the seeds the lighter they should bo 
verod. Tho smallest seoda—such as colory, 
aweet marjoram, thymo, and other herba—re- 
quire hardly any covering at all ; and when 
the ground is fine and not too dry, sowing on 
the surface and gently pressing down with a 
board is sufficient. Medium-sized seods should 
be covered one-half,to one inch ; and tho larg- 
est—such ax peas, beans, and corn—two to 
threo inches, and deeper in dry weath 
Most soods to give tho best results, should 
be sown thinly,except such hinds as haye foo- 
ble sprouts—as parsnips, carrots, and beets, 
These, if sown too thin and the surface be- 
comes baked, cannot break through the crust; 
while many sprouts together can,and it is but 
little trouble to thin ont thé superfluous plants. 
Cucumbers, melons, squashes, and all plants 
subject to the ravages of insects should also 
be sown thickly; and afterwards, when the 
leaves arc hard onough to defy the attacks of 
their enomies, thinned out properly. 
Boginnors often orr in making the rows or 
drills too close to each other, ‘The taller the 
plants the more space should be given them ; 
but even the smallest herbs should not be 
planted so close as to prevent tho fee use of 
the hoe or weeder between the rows. 
Thorough cultivation and looseving of the 
soil are among the principal conditions of suc- 
cess in the garden. A good hoeing in dry 
weather is often better than watering. When 
the latter is resorted to, it must be dono thor: 
oughly, and not so as to moisten the surface 
only, ‘This superficial sprinkling does, gener- 
ally, more harm than good. It causes the 
plants to form rootlets near the surface, in- 
stead of below. These surface roots are dried 
and parched by the rays of the sun as soon as 
the moisture becomes evaporated, and leaves 
the plants without nourishment. 
For tho raising of early yogetables « hot- 
bed is indispensable, and some of the most de- 
Ilcious products of the garden cannot be 
Fae successfully without being started un- 
der glass, 

As far as the limited space of these pages

SENATOR CARRALU'S SCATHING DFNUNCIATION.

In the Senate, Senator Carrall lately al- 
luded to the slanderous statements of the 
Globe with reference to Sir John Macdon- 
ald, as follows :

Whether he is 
gone to Toronto, Bow Park, or to the 
whist table, I know not, but he is absent, 
though his visits to this House are like 
angels! visits, which we are told on good 
authority are few and far between. It is 
difficult at any time to find him, but I 
shall, without waiting for his presence, 
proceed to direct the attention of this 

Touse to a subject which has pained me 

more than anything that has occurred since 
I became a member of the Senate of Cana- 
da. I rofer to'an attack made in tho col- 
umns of the Globe newspaper ona gentle- 
man of whom eyery honest man must es- 
teem, who has been attacked, falsely, vile- 
ly and feloniously ; attacked by a member 
of this Senate, or with his connivance or 
cognizance, for, as chief of the paper, ho is 
particeps crimnis. Speaking through the 
columns of the Globe, a paper which has 
done infinite injury to this country,a paper 
which railway ticket agents in San Fran- 
cisco quote to advise one not -to trayel by 
the Grand Trunk Railway in Canada, be- 
cause it is always from five to ten hours be- 
jhind time, with snow blockades and bad 
management, a paper that abuses and yili- 
fies everybody who differ in opinion from 
the honorable gentleman who is the father, 
or the godfather of the article which I am 
‘about to read; an article which will 
disgust every man who reads it, and which 
ought to call the blush of shame to the 
cheek of any man who may have the hardi- 
hood to defendit. Speaking of the events 
Which took place in the Commons of Friday 
night, I have no doubt, with a view to 
cover up the disgraceful character of the 
proceedings on the Ministerial benches, he 
makes use of the following words :— 
“ To say that Sir John A. Macdonald was 
on Friday night somewhat under the in- 
‘* fluence of liquor would be a grossly in-

John went down, like all other gentlemen 
of even temperament inthe Commons, to 
the saloon below, where he partook of oys- 
tors and & glass offShérry and water, in tes- 
timony whereof I can bring the best names 
of the House of Commons. He was per- 
fectly sober ; not a sign of imtemperance 
about him ; yet we find that right hon. 
gentleman black lettered next day, 
10 the columns of the Globe,a paper which, 
I regret to say, has dono more to drag this 
Tominien through the dirt or filth, and 
discredit us amongst the countries of Eur- 
ope, than the efforts of all the immigration 
agents, and the speeches of Lord Dufferin 
can counteract the baneful pernicious effect 
of for a century.

Dominion Parliament. 
FIFTH SESSION—THIRD PARLIAMENT. 


Wepwnespay, April 24, 

Mr. Laurier introduced a bill to amend the 
Act respecting the adulteration of food. 

In reply to Mr. McCallum, 

Mr. Mackenzie said the Government had no 
intention to extend the Pacific railway to the 
end of the survey at Fort William towardsthe 
mouth of the Kaministiqua river, 

In reply to Mr, McInnes, 

Mr, Mackenzie said the Government hoped 
in a few days to bo able to announce the route 
and terminus of the Canada Pacific railway. 
With at to the actual construction, no 
work could be proceeded with until the con- 
tract had first been approvod by Parliament. 

In reply to Dr, Schultz, 

Mr. Mackenzie aaid it was part of the con- 
tract that railway crossings should be put in on 
the portion of the Pembina branch on which 
rails are laid, 

Mr. Guthrie, in the absence of Mr. Irving, 
moyed the House into Committee to consider 
tho latter's Stamp bill, 

Mr. Blain raised the point of order that the 
bill could not be proceeded with, as propesing 
to put a tax on the public, it should be origi 
ated in Committeo by resolution, Consider- 
able discussion took place on this point, but 
the chairman, Mr. Wood. ruled in fayor of 
the view oxprossed by Sir John Macdonald, 
that the Committee's duty was simply to 
cuss the clauses of the bill. The bill havjng 
been reported, Mr, Blain again raised his 
point of order, 

The Speaker held it was not well taken, as 
the bill did not, in his opinion, impose any 
new burden on the public. 

The bill was then read a third time and 
passed, 

Mr, Kirkpatrick’s bill for the amendment 
of the law of evidence in certain cases of mis- 
demeanor, was read a third time, 

On motion of Mr. Gibbs (South Ontario), 
the bill to amend the law respecting building 
societies was read a second time and sent to 
the Committee on Banking and Commerce, 

On motion for the further consideration of 
Mr. McCarthy’s motion fora statement re- 
specting the loan of 1876, 

Mr. Plumb replied to the Finance Minister, 
contending that the loan had been improperly 
made in many ways, and that the Finance 
Minister's calculations as to the rate of inter- 
est were not correct. 

The motion then carried. 

The House adjourned at 11:40 p.m.

‘The Quebec Outrage. 


Our ablo and influential contemporary 
the Dublin Freeman's Journal contains tho 
following article on tho high-handed dis- 
miasal of the DeBoucheryille Ministry. As 
will bo seen, our contemporary looks upon 
tho proceedings of the Lioutenant-Governor 
Jas distinctly and unblushingly partizan, 
and an outrageous attompt to trample down 
popular liborty—thua entirely ondorsing 
tho judgment of every unbiassed and right- 
thinking person on thisside of the water 

“The public have son a good deal lately 
in tho telograms dated from Canada with 
roference to the dismissal of the DeBoucher- 
villo Ministry and the subsequent dissolu- 
tion of the Quebec Legislature. In tho 
Canadian papers to hand there aro some 
details of the transaction which tend to ox- 
hibit it in anything but an_ agreeable. light 
to the friends of constitutional procedure. 
Tt would appear from theso that the prero- 
gative of the Crown has beon mado uso of 
for tho perpetration of as scandalous and 
flagrant a violation of the principle of gov- 
ernment by majority as ever was enacted. 
In order to the understanding of the circum- 
stances, it is necessary to bear in mind that 
in Canada and at home the relative -values 
of the political distinctions Conservatives 
and Liberal are entirely different— in fact 
the meaning of the terms must undergé a 
process nearly akin to complete transposi- 
tion to make thom intelligible hore. Well, 
it appears tho reapective prc portions of 
cither party in the Quobec Logislature wero 
abouteighteen toforty-seven,and theDeBou- 
cherville Ministry was the logicaloutcomeof 
the large majority, This majority lay on 
the Conservativeside. The Lieut.-Governor, 
however; M. Letellier do St. Just, belongs 
to the opposite party. He isa nominee of 
Mr, Mackenzie, and has never been able to 
sink the partizan in the representative of 
the Crown. For some reason, best known 
to himself and those with whom he nots, he 
determined to oust the Government of tho 
majority from their legitimate place, and 
set up one more in accorJance with his own 
notions of howthings administrative shonld 
bedone. When an opportunity is looked 
for in such cases it is generally forthcom- 
ing; and in this instance it arose over a 
railway bill. There is always some ques- 
tion about railways afloat in this part of the 
world ; in fact, ways enter into the 
policy of Canadian Governments, just as 
sewage seemed likely to become the most 
weighty question here some time ago until 
the turning up of the irrepressible Eastern 
Question gave the attention of statecraft a 
more dignified range. A projected Oc- 
cidental Railway Bill furnished the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor with thd dosideratum he 
had been seeking.” A hugger-mugger was 
held with the leaders of the minority ; Do 
Boucherville was sent for and requested to 
retire from office, the excuse being that he 
had trenched upon the prerogatives of the 
Crown by getting votes of money passed by 
the Logislature and initiating legislation 
pertinent only to the province of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. To the first charge Mr. 
De Boucherville responded completely and 
conclusively by showing that the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor had given him carte blanche 
in the matter of credit in the matters of de- 
tail, haning, in fact,given him blank forms 
for the amounts expected to be passed, with 
his sign-manual at foot. With regard to 
the second—the ‘initiating of legislation—- 
the matter appears to stand thus :—The 
right to begin new measures of public util- 
ity appears to belong to the Crown ; but 
it would appear that the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor was-fully cognizant of the action which 
Mr. De Boucherville was about to take 
with regard to the Railway Bill, 
and was kept informed of every step 
that was being taken, but never said a 
word about the ontrenchment on his rights 
until the time was come to make a spring. 
He transmitted, indeed, further blank 
forms for the getting in of money in con- 
nection with the project ; ho allowed the 
bill to pass its third reading in the House, 
and the legal notices necessary for the in- 
choate stage of the work to be posted ; 
and then he put down his foot, He sent 
for the Prime Minister and demanded the 
surrender of his office. The latter was as- 
tonished, but of course he obeyed. The 
Lieutenant Governor then sent for Mr. 
Joly, the leader of the Opposition, and de- 
sired him to form a Ministry. His order 
was complied With, and the new Cabinet 
came before the House to obtain its sanc- 
tion to their schemes, This is one of the 
most extrao. ary incidents ever witness- 
ed in all the history of constitutional Gov- 
ernment. The only parallel to it is to be 
found in the memorable struggle at Ver- 
sailles between tho minority and the ma- 
jority. There is no comparison, of course, 
between the issues involved, but tho 
principle underlying both Parliamentary 
tussles is the same. Indeed, the viola- 
tion of constitutional usage in the case of 
the De Broglie Cabinet was far less gross 
than that in the case of the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Quebec. His move is dis- 
tinctly and unblushingly a party one, al- 
though he shelters himself under the pro- 
rogative of the Crown, which, he himself 
declares, knows no party. Of course so 
outrageous an attempt to trample down 
popular liberty could not be suffered to 
pass unresente The whole Province was 
thrown into a violent ferment. Meetings 
were held and petitions adopted protesting 
against the illegal conduct of M. de St. 
Just, and when his Ministry came before 
the House, an address amounting to ai vote 
of censtre was adopted by an overwhelm- 
ing majority. Business being thus brought 
to a deadlock, there was nothing for it but 
to dissolve the Hous and appeal to the 
Province—a proceeding. which, it appears, 
will involve an interregnum until Juno, 
during which time the nominees of tho 
minority will enjoy tho plucking of the offi- 
cial fruit—a consequence, it is gently in- 
sinuated, which largely entered into the 
aaa of the contrivers of tho little 
plot.

Defendant came 
into Mr, Hurst's bedroom and asked wit- 
ness for some pins. Asked to take them 
to his bedroom, Rapped at the door and 
gave him the pins. Ho said *‘ wait, there 
are too many.” Pulled me to the bureau, 
showed ine a picture of his wife, and asked 
if witness was like her, Asked witness’ 
age, and said she wasa fine, stont girl, and 
put his arm around her waist. She tried 
to get away. He laid his hand on her 
bosom, and kissed her on the lips. Broke 
away but he caught witness again. He was 
standing in front of her, and drew her to- 
wards the bed. Asked to have a good bye 
kiss before he went. The bedroom door 
was not fastened, 

On cross-examination witness said pri- 
soner took hold of her in a laughing, jovial 
way and pulled her towards the bed. Wit- 
ness did not start the prosecution. It was 
done by Mr. Hurst, and the committee did 
not tell her father till next day.

The Moylan Affair, 


(From. the Mail.) 


Our columns of yesterday contained the 
report of tho final closing \1p of this matter | 
in. the Public Accounts Committe. The 
report submitted by Mr. Plumb was voted | 
down asa matter of course, and Mr. Dy- 
mond’s Ynfair and improper report adopt: | 
ed; Bat it makes little difference what 
course the Committee chidse to take. The 
conntry is already well seized of the facts, 
and cannot come, to. any. other conclusion 
than that the member for North York in | 


| his latest parturition has given small issue 


to tho world. The whole affair is in fact 
a ridiculous fiasco. F 


It appears from tho evidence that Mr. 


| J. G. Moylan, formerly editor and propric- 


tor of the Canadian Freeman, published in 
this ‘city, had a claim againat'the old Pro- 


| vince of Canada for printing and advertis- 


ing which»extonded. back. to, 1861-2, . It 
was contracted during the Macdonald-Car- 
tier Administration, The account amount- 
ed to about $2,000, and was not presented 
for payment until some time in the autumn 
of 1863, when the late Mr, John Sandfield 
Macdonald was Premier. Before asking 
for a settlement, the editor of the Freenian 
thought it advisable to request the leader 
of the former Goyetnment—Sir John Mac- 
donald—to examine and certify the bills, 
This the member fer Kingston consented 
to do, with the remark that ho signed his 
name, quantum valeat, being then an ex- 
Minister. He further wrote and spoke to 
Mr. Sandfield Macdonald assuring him the 
accounts were regular and valid, the work 
charged for having been done. Soon after 
Mr. Moylan submitted his claim to the 
leader of the Government, who declined a 
settlement, becuse, as Mr. Moylan stated 
in his evidence, the support: of the 
Freeman, was refused to the then 
administration, There is no rea- 
son to doubt this statement. At the time 
the Government was sustained by the nar- 
rowest possible majority—one or two. The 
testimony of Mr. Macdougall goes to show 
that the advocacy of a journal which pos- 
sessed so much influeride a& the Freeman 
had was much desired by the Cabinet of 
which he was a member, It is well known 
that Mr. Sandfield Macdonald was anxious 
to strengthen his hands, in and out of Par- 
liament. Old. politicians will recall how 
he bronght the Quebec Mercury to his 
side, It is, therefore, more than possible 
that the conversation, summarized by Mr. 
Moylan before the Committee, took place, 
and that the conditional promise abbey: 
ment was made, Be this as-it may, it is 
quite certain, from the concurrent testi- 
mony of Sir John Macdonald and of Messrs 
Holton, Macdougall, Langevin and Ross, 
thatysuch’ a claim existed, and that ‘the! 
Government had been called upon to liqui- 
date it. The two colleagues. of Mr. Sand- 
field Macdonald already mentioned admit- 
ted that the accounts had been discussed 
with tnem by their leader, and Mr,’ Mac- 
dougall considered they should have been 
paid—if vouched, correct by a| member of 
the former Government. This, as we have 
shown, had been down by Sir John Mac- 
donald, according to his own evidence. It 
is manifest; therefore, that the accounts 


were not only in existence, but that they | 


had™ boei wetially Whder discussion by the 
Government, | This fact «completely dis- 
proves what had been so confidently and 
constantly asserted |before the enquiry was 
made, that the accounts were a myth—a 
story trumped-up to meet the occasion. 


When Sir John Macdonald ‘returned to 
power in 1864, application’ was made to him 
by the publisher of the Freeman for the 
adjustment of his ¢laim. In consequence 
of the original accounts haying been held 
by Mr. Sandfield Macdonald, and the book 
in which they were. charged having been 
lost, Sir John deferred, from time to time, 
the consideration and settlement of the 
matter, He did not, on any occasion, as 
appears from his 6vidence, call in question 
the validity or integrity of the claim. He 
merely insisted upon the production ofthe 
vouchers to be filed in the respective Depart- 
ments to authenticate the transaction and 
its final arrangements. If,as Mr; Dymond 
more than insinuated, there had been any 
intention on the part of Sir John or Mr. 
Moylan to act improperly, what was more 
easy than for the latter to refer to the files 
of his paper to supply de novo, his account 
for advertising, and to memory for that of 
printing / Had accounts, made up in this 
way, been furnished, paid and filed away, 
who would be the wiser? But no such 
expedient was resorted to, because the 
creditor of the Crown relied upon the jus- 
tice of his claim and upon the obligation 
of the Government,by which it was known 
and recognized, to discharge it, sooner or 
later. At various intervals, between 1864 
and 1869, application’ for payment was 
made, but as Mr, Moylan failed to 
obtain the return of his accounts from Mr. 
Sandfield Macdonald, upon whom he called 
for the purpose several times, the samo dif- 
fioulty, oxisted, “At length, in 1869, Sir 
John found it necessary for the. safety. of 
Mr. Moylan’s life—owing to the fearless 
and patriotic stand against Fenianismtaken 
in the Freeman—to insist upon the accept- 
ance, for'a time, of the agency of emigra- 
tion'for the Dominion, in Treland, In view 
of making some. provision for his paper 
during his absence from Canada, and of 
moeting the unavoidable expenses of the 
voyage, the Government docided upon 
making an advance of 81,200 to be refund- 
ed in printing. A further sum of $300 was 
paid to Mr. Moylan in January, 1872, to 


cover his expenses while detained in Otta- 
| wa, nearly three months, ofticially, 


In 
June following a still further advance of 
$1,000 was made, giving a total of $2,500. 


| In addition to the old debt of 82,000 a bal- 


ance of 8500 was duo to the Freeman office 
for the publication ofalarge issuo,in French 
and English, of a cholera pamphlet, ordored 
by the late Mr, McGee, Let us now aco 
paid to Mr. Moylan, and tho claim whick 
underlay the several payments, Ho siya, 
speaking of the old account; “I knew it 
was about 000; IT knew about this 
‘ pamphlet ordered by Mr. D'Aroy McGee.” 
Whon asked was thore any special reason 
why the account had not boon paid between 
1864 and 1867, Sir John angwerod ; ‘There | 
‘ was no particular reason excopt that Mr, 
“Moylan did not pross it, and that T was | 
“oxceanively engaged a yood portion of | 
‘(1865 and 1866; and was out of the coun- 
Mr. Mackenzie Bowell asked Sir | 
John: ‘ Wore not tho adyancoa covered | 
‘by tho indebtednoss of the Government 
“(to Mr, Moylan?” The following reply of

Such are the facts and the material por- | 


| tion of the evidence presented to the Com- | 


mittee. All goes to prove that Mr. Moylan | 
had & legitimate claim against the Govern- 
ment, the settlement of which, for certain 
reasons shown, had been delayed fora con- | 
siderable poriod ; that no loss could accrue | 
to the country, Sir John having’ stated in 
evidence that the ‘claim against the Goy- | 
“ernment could be established by my (his) | 
“* evidence ;" that pending the production | 
of vouchers certain sums were paid to Mr. 
Moylan, not exceeding thé sum which it 
was well understood the Crown owed him ; | 
and that a change of Government took place 
before. proper adjustment of the matter 
had been made. ‘This ig the sum total of 
the scan. may. about which the member for 
North York has expended so much labor 
and of his own peculiar style of eloquence, 
at so large an expense to the ‘country, and 
of loss of time to the Committee. 

It is quite clear from the disavowal made | 
by the Premier during the enquiry of him- | 
self or any of his colleagues haying prompt- 
ed Mr, Dymond to bring the matter be- 
fore Parliament, that the, Government did 
not consider there was anything wrong in 
the whole proceeding. If they did, and if 
Mr. Dymond at this late date has been act- | 
ing vicariously for the Ministry they are | 
seriously to blame. The Finance Min- 
ister enquired into tho affair as far back as 
1874, and the late Minister of Justice, Mr, | 
Blake, in 1876, We shall do both these 
gentlemen the justice to say itis very im- 
probable either one of them would have | 
failed to bring the subject under the notice | 
of Parliament, at the earliest moment, if 
they thought an enquiry necessary. There- 
fore,it is but fair to conclude that the Goy- 
ernment inan of all work acted in the re- 
cent case upon his own responsibility, and 
without any instructions from his patrons. 

On the whole, we congratulate Sir John 
Macdonald upon the ‘signal failure of this 
fresh attempt to besmirch his character 
with a charge of “‘petty larceny,” as Mr. 
Dymond’s indictment has been aptly de- 
scribed. That there was some irregularity 
in the manner in which the payment of the 
accounts was made we have already admit- 
ted. Beyond this, there is*not a particle 
of e¥idence to show that anything wrong 
or improper has been done or conteniplated 
and certainly the country has suffered no 
loss.

The Wreck of the Sphinx. 


A VESSEL ON FIRE WITH THREE THOUSAND 
CLRCASSIANS ON BOARD—LOSS OF FIVE 
HUNDRED LIVES, 

Lloyd's agent at Larneca, Cypras, in a 
letter dated March, 19, furnishes full par- 
ticulars of the burning of the Austrian 
Lloyd's steamer Sphinc, near Cape Elia in 
the early part of last month, by which 500 
Circassian refugees lost theirlives. It ap- 
pear thrt the Sphine was on her way, to 

attachia from Cavalla with about 3,000 
Circassians on board. On the th of March, 
at 7.10 a. m., the Sphina was doubling the 
Klito Rock, off Cape St. Andrea, with « 
strong wind from the southeast,’ with the 
intention of going to’ Famagosta to wait for 
better weather atid take in provisions for 
the emigrants» At 3 p.m. there wasa strong 
gale from the south-east, which’ shifted 
to the west, then to the north, returning at 
last to south-east. At that time the ‘ship 
would no longer obey the rudder and a 
heavy sea striking the vessel washed 46 
refugees from the forecastlé, She could not 
put back fo Alexandretta, as the hatches 
were open and there was a fear lest the sea 
would fill. the hold, which the Circassians 
would not allow to be closed for fear of 
being- suffocated. Towards sunset she 
made out Cape Gregs, and was about six 
miles froma the south of Famagosta. At 
6:40 smoke was seen coming out of the 
foré-hatch, and the vessel was shipping 
heavy seas, A little later she grounded on 
a sand-bank. One heavy sea drove her on 
the ‘coast, and she sprang a leak. There 
was no working the engines. Meanwhile 
the fire increased, and the confusion and 
cries of the Circassians are said to have 
been fearful. Seeing the fire could not be 
put down, the hatches were closed, with 
the consent of the Circassians, and so up- 
wards of 600 lives were sacriliced to save 
the rest. During the night attempts were 
made to extinguish the fire, but without 
success, On the 6th the surviving emi- 
grants were landed. The captain and crow 
fled from the wreck, as the Circassians 
threatened to murder them 

Murder of African Explorers, 

A letter from Messrs, Smith and Mac- 
kenzic, the agents of the Church Missionary 
Society at Zanzibar, dated Zanzibar, 7th 
March, 1878, is as follows:—‘* It is with 
much sorrow that we have to convey to you 
this mail very sad nows regarding the Nyapya 
party. Letters wore received last month from 
tho Governor of Unyanyembe to the effect 
that a romor had reached him that Lieutenant 
Smith or Mr, O'Neil, with some fifty’or sixty 
Zanzibar men, and some Wagandas, had been 
attacked and murdered by tho’ natives. All 
tho boats and property had been destroyed, 
Said bin Salim, the Governor of Unyanyenibe, 
set the story down as aramor, and as it 
had beon reported to him, 2 ? We 
have written to Said bin Salim requesting 
him to investigate the #tory and find out how 
far it istrue. We have also written to Mr. 
John Morton, who is with a chief called Mir 
ambo, asking him if possible to try and find 
out tho truth of the story, and if true to giv 
what-assistance he can to any one who may | 
have escaped.”

That could not be 
certified to, and yot, though required, it 
was not asked for by the Minister of Public 
Works. It was not for him to be inquis- 
itive under tho circumstances. The Goy- 
ernment majority on the motion was 49, 
but there is not in that majority a single 
member who ordinarily votes with the Op- 
position, except Mr. Bunster, who is some- 
times a little erratic, though determiued in 
his hostility to the Government. The 
majority is due partly to the difficulty of 
keeping members together at the end of 
the session, and partly to the fact that a 
great many members wore unaware that a 
vote was to be taken before dinner. The 
job is m very palpable one, however, and 
takes rank with that of the Goderich har- 
bor.”

There came into our possession last week 
astory involving the honor of a well known 
and highly respected minister, Rey, R. Bell, 
pastor of the Simcoe St. Methodist Church, 
vf this city, The tale was of 80 painful a 
nature, and its improbability was so appar- 
ent, that our resolution was at once formed 
to know the whole truth, if possible, before 
permitting a line with rogard to it to appear 
in the columns of the Spectator, Ourrent 
rumor accused Rey, Mr. Bell of having 
been guilty of improper intimacy with a 
young woman named Forster, a former ser- 
yant in the house where the minister board- 

the young woman was alleged to be 

ant, and it was stated that she and 
her mother had taken Jegal advice to com- 
pel Mr. Bell to marry her, or to provide 
fonds to take her away from the city, so as 
to avoid a general exposure of their mutual 
shame, Such a scandalous tale must have 
greatly shocked those who looked up to 
Mr, Bell as their: piritual leader, and who 
had worshipped under his ministrations ; it 
was a source of sincere sorrow even to those 
not personally acquainted with the principal 
in the scandal. ees than a week before, 
our culumns had contained a report of one 
of hia sermons delivered in the B. M. E. 
Chorch—a discourse unexceptionable in 
style and bearing the marks of a zealous 
picty—and it was difficult to believe that 
the man who had 80 spoken could have oc- 
cupied the pulpit, oppressed by the con- 
sciousness of a serious violation of the laws 
of God and man. 


On Friday evening a reporter of the Spec- 
tator called upon all the parties who could 
be suspected of having any knowledge of 
the crime, including Miss Forster and her 
relatives, Rev, Mr, Bell, his landlord, 
several of the officials of the Simcoe street 
church, and others, None of these parties 
would authorize a denial of the story. Mr. 
Bell declined to make any statement, but 
begged that nothing should be written 
about it, The authorities of the church 
said they had the affairunder consideration, 
and their intention was to see that justice 
was done, no matter who might suffer. 


‘The reporter's investigations confirmed 
the fear that the worst was true, and had 
he been inclined to cater to the unhealthy 
appetite that has been fed upon the Beech- 
er and McCoskey scandals, he had at hand 
the material upon which to found a highly 
sensational story. Perhaps it was the fear 
that Saturday morning’s paper would con- 
tain something of the sort that hastened 
Mr. Bell's departure from the city. Cer- 
tain it is that he left Hamilton on Friday 
night or very early Saturday morning, and 
the other ministers of the same denomina- 
tion do not know where he is gone, So 
long as thore was the slightest possibility 
of any flaw in the indictment, we refrained 
from spreading the unhappy tale. The 
mere mention of such an accusation in a 
public print was sure to blight the useful- 
ness of an innocent man, Even now,when 
we are assured that Rey. Mr, Bell has con- 
fessed his fault to the President of the 
Conference, it is with great hesitation that 
n decision is formed respecting the duty of 
a public newspaper in the premises, Tho 
man has erred and erred seriously, bring- 
ing disgrace upon himself, which will re- 
flect.to a greater or less extent upon the 
church with which he bas been connected. 
That he bitterly repents his divergence 
from the path of rectitude there can be no 
reasonable doubt. It is a point in his fayor 
that he would not, to obtain a temporary 
respite, deny the charge against him—a 
course to which the temptation must haye 
been very strong. It is a point against him 
that he continued to preach up to the time 
when exposure could be no longer avoided, 
instead of resigning his position and seek- 
ing another sphere while yet ‘the disgrace 
might. have been confined to himself and 
the partner of his wickedness. His fall has 
destroyéd aby chance of his resumption of 
the ministerial career in Canada ; the pub- 
lication of the circumstance will render it 
impossible for him, if wickedly inclined, to 
enter any other church and repeat the con- 
duct which has dishonored him im Hamil- 
ton. 

We beg our reulers to pity, even while 
they, blame,the unfortunate man whose de- 
linqueney has led him to such an unhappy 
termination of what promised to be a use- 
ful career. Mr. Bell was a minister of 
fourteen years’ standing in the Methodist 
Church. His character had always been 
above reproach, and his personal habits 
werd itioh that his most intimate friends 
found it hardest to believe in his guilt. A 
shy, timid, reserved man, he shunned com- 
any, and devoted his energies to the faith- 
fi performance of his clerical duties. There 
is no eyidence that he was a hardened sin- 
ner, and nothing—except his continuing to 
preach while haunted with the guilty know- 
ledge of his fall—to indicate that he was a 
hypocrite, What his temptations may have 
been we cannot tell. He yielded, and 
doarly has he paid for his woakness, The 
lesson to bo taken from his ‘sad history is 
not that the profession of religion is a 
cloak for vice, that Christiam ministers are 
wolves in sheep's clothing, and that all 
men are villains if they could only be found 
out. Mr, Bell's fate should teach, on tho 
ather hand, how dangerous is tho first step 
away from virtue ; how earnestly the Chris- 
tian man must resiat the first approaches of 
temptation, and how fatal it may be to 
tamper with vice in any form. A minister 
of religion is but aman, He has all the 
human frailties that beset other men. He 
has greater responsibilities than somo 
others ; a stricter walk is expected of him, 
but this code is of man’s creating. Sin in 
the pew is proporly entitled to no greater 
toleration than sin in the pulpit. ‘Nempt- 
ation comes to differont mon in different 
forms. Mr, Boll yielded to that which 
besot him, bringing dishonor to himnclf 
and sorrow to his friends, who have reason 
to hope that he sin y Sante his orror, 
| nnd is not merely sorry ‘that detection fol- 
| lowed it.

Some discussion took place as to the proper 
order of procedure, on objection raised by 
Ald. Holden, 

Ald J. W. Diamond pressed for a decision, 
as it was evidently the desire of Ald. Holden 
to burke the By-law. 


Ald, Falkiner also commenced to speak, 
but resumed his seat on being called to order, 


Ald. I. Diamond moved in amendment to 
the amendment that the By-law be so amend- 
ed as to permit cows to run at large between 
7 o'clock in the morning and 8 in the even- 
ing. 

Ald. Robertson said the issue was a square 
one, whether there was to bo a Cow By-law 
ornot. The proceedings had been regular 
throughout, and the Council had adopted a 
report adopting that By-law, 


Ald. Holden wished the By-law first to be 
read by the Clerk. 


The Mayor ruld that the By-lawhad already 
been recommitted to the By-law Committee 
and was now before the Conncil for second 
reading. If this wore not the case, the By- 
law might be kept before thom the whole 
year, 

Ald. W.J. Diamond had no objection to the 
By-law being read for information, and the 
By-law was read accordingly. It provided 
against the running at large of horses, bulls, 
cows, oxen, sheop, goats, pigs or other cattle, 
under a penalty of notto exceed$ an 
costs, to be levied of the owner's goods and 
chattels, with the alternative of imprisonment 
for an unspecified time and that a person 
(not named) be appointed to carry out the 
provisions of the By-law at 3 por year, 

Ald. Brennan, at the suggestion of Ald. 
Holden, withdrew his amendment for the 
six months’ hoist. 


Tho first clause was then read. 


Ald. W. J. Diamoud, in moving the’ adop- 
tion of the first clauso, said according to the 
assessors statistics, there aro’ 303 cows run- 
ning at large in the city. ‘here are 30 peo- 
ple who own 2 cows each; 4 own 3 each,and 2 
owndeach. In Foster Ward there aro 19 
cows ; in Samson, 34 ; in Ketcheson, 30 ; in 
Baldwin, 41; in Bleecker, 47; in Coleman, 
72, and in Murney Ward 104. (Ald. Fal- 
kinor—*'104 good Yotes.”) The cry that the 
people who own the cows are poor was a 
fallacious one, as he showed labepataly: bw 
statistic from the assessors’ rolls, that. the 
average assessment of of the owners of cows 
is $1,560, and in the whole city there are but 
13 widows, several of them wealthy, who 
own cows, which disposed of that cry. He 
urged the Aldermen todo their duty fear- 
lessly for the benefit of the city, regardless of 
next election, 

Ald. Doyle calculated the yield of the cows 
at JO quarts each per day during the year and 
valued their milk at $27,000 per year, He 
thought that therefore they ought not to abol- 
ish the cows. 


Ald, I. Diamond argued that to pass the 
By-law would inflict a groat hardship on poo 
plo who are suffering from tho hardness of the 
times, He contended that if cows wore shut 
up during the night, there would be little or

Lonpon, April 29.—A Vienna despatch, 
says ;—A letter from London states that 
the British Government still’ considers ‘it 
possible that Russia may appreciate to the 
full England's earnestness, In the contrary 
case England will take into her own hands 
and at her own risk the rectilication of Rus- 
sia'a work in the’ Balkans, in the Peninsula, 
and on the Asiatic coast of they Black Sea.

} England will summon a Conference in Lon- 
don. = 

Ata mectiud ti nighfOa thd Committeo 
to promote the orzanization \of an active 
service volunteer arihy, tw "generals, five 
colonels; and manyymeumbersof Parliament 
joited’the Comitttes, Thirty officers and 
300 men yestorday signifi¢d their willing- 
noss to join the force, and many were en- 
rolled to-day. ‘The total of volunteers so 
far is 80,000. 

Mr. Gathorne Hardy; Secretary for In- 
dia, presiding ata banquet in,Bradford to- 
night, said tho Government took'its stand 
upon public faith and honesty, and upon 
the declaration of 187L.that’one party to 
an engagement could not withdraw from 
it withond the consent of the rest. Ho 
denied that the Government were indif- 
ferent to the wrongs of the Turkish Christ- 
ians, but the policy of a great Power could 
not he destroyed by an incident,’ however 
horrible, The real question was whether 
England lad Gr had)not fruaé interests in 
thé’ Hast. ‘Hoe maintained thaFtho Treaty 
of San Stofano in its present shape did not 
contain a single element of permanent 
peace. The interests of the Greek and 
Mussulman populatien must be protected 
as well as those of the Slavs. The mea- 
sures of the British Government were not 
warlike, but precautionary. A war party 
or a war Ministry was an impossibility in 
England. If the people went to war it 
must not be for the sake of victovies, but 
only for great principles. The Government 
were determined to maintain the principles 
by which their conduct on the Eastern 
Question had hitherto been actuated. 

Mr, Gathorne Hardy spoke at Bradford 
ina very determined tone. He said ho 
believed that England could send 70,000 
men abroad at this moment. England is 
no longer a small island, but a yast Rmpire 
having a right to draw trustworthy dofend- 
ers from all parts of the Empire. He knew 
nothing which gratified him so much as 
when lately he received offers from Canada 
to raise regiments, and he believed the 
same heart was beating in all the colonies 
as at home. Referring to the San Stefano 
Treaty, he sail there was danger if one 
Power was able to dominate and use anoth- 
er without actually annexing her, that 
English and European interests might suf- 
fer,and a state of civilization and humanity 
would bo brought about yery different from 
the civilization and humanity of England. 
A durable peace for Europe could not be 
secured by the destruction of all which 
had been solemnly ratified by all Europe 
or by the predominance of one Power. It 
was to securea durable peace that the Goy- 
ernment wero aceking entrance jpto a Con- 
gréss, where views might bo freely heard 
upon every question allecting the Treaties 
of 1856 and 1871. They looked to the} 
people to enable them to speak with fore | 
and decision, which would give effeot to} 
their aims,

The defendant disputed the 
identity of Philip Clancy, deceased, as 
heir-at-law ; denied that the woman who 
came over with him from America were his 
mother and sister respectively, and averred 
that the man who called himself Philip 
Clancy, and who had made a will in fayor 
of M‘Gowan, the plaintiff was so dronken 
and besotted as not to be competent to 
make a will, and was operated upon unduly

1, Farmers should get their cows in from 
the Ist of April to the middle of May, 
There is no reason why the season should 
not extend from the Ist of April to the end 
of December. 

2) Never allow any one to beat, scold, 
or in anyway illuse or excite your cows, 

3. Insist that the milking be performed 
in ‘a cleanly manner, and never tolerate 
filthy habits in milkers. It is unjust to 


the purchasers and consumers of our But- 
ter and Cheese. 

4. Avoid the use of all wooden vessels 
about milk. ‘in is the ony fit article for 
pails, 

5, Give your cows free access to pure 
water, Stagnant water injures the milk 
seriously, 

6. Give your cows plenty and a yariety 
of good food at regular hours in winter. 
Th summenarrange to have an abundance 
of sowed corn and other green fodder, it 
will largely increase the flow of milk and 
will therelere pay you,
